Kao Bahadl'k K. W I\\'\ngaswami Aivangar is well 
known in South India as a distinguished Professor of 
History and Econonjics. lindowed with a brilliant and 
versatile intellect, he has an insatiable love of learning 
and historical research. His strong r(!iigious leanings 
and his spirit of reverence tor the past have attracted 
liiiTi to the study of the digests of Hindu Law and 
filled him with the ambition t(» produce scholarly edi¬ 
tions of our ancient law-books. He has already publish¬ 
ed the smrti of Hrhaspati after laborious evamination 
of hundreds of commentaries and nihandha works, 
many of them unprinted. His edition of the Kriya- 
Kalpatarii of Laksrnulhara (c. 1110 A. D.) which will 
run to several volumes is being pu\)hshed. He has now 
undertaken a critical edition of Varadaraja’s Pyaivz- 
heiranirnaya, which is one of the digests of Hindu law 
accepted as authoritative in South India. Though the 
printing of the text was completed over a year ago, 
Mr. Kangaswami Aiyangar was not willing to publish 
it without an introduction adequate to its importance. 
The introduction is now complete, and the greater part 
of it is devoted to an examination of the date of the. 
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author and his work. The conclusion arrived at by 
Mr. Rangasvvami Aiyangar is that the Vyavahnra’ 
nirnaya cannot be later than 1250 A. n. and that its 
upper limit must be the middle of the 12th century A.n. 
Indian chronology is in many cases a Serbonian bog, 
and those who arc not interested in antiquarian re¬ 
search will not lightly enter it. For my part, I am 
content to rest upon Mr. Rangaswami Aiyangar’s con¬ 
clusions. The industry that Mr. Rangaswami Aiyangar 
has brought to bear upon his task is amazing. Those 
who are not specially interested in the inquiry as to the 
date of the work may find the synopsis of the work 
more interesting. The book deals with both substantive 
and adjective law. It throws interesting light upon the 
views taken on these subjects in what may be regarded 
as the middle ages. 

The value of a stud> of the ancient law books to 
the practising lawyer grows less and less. The increase 
of legislation and judge-made law steadily tends to 
render a study of the original works and digests super- 
tluous. The time heis now come for a codification of 
Hindu Law and the recent attempts of the Legisintive 
Department of the (xovernment of India are bound to 
be welcomed.

PREFACE 

Among South Indian nihandha-^ranihas, the only 
important work which had not been printed was the 
Vyavakaraniritaya of Varadaraja, also known as the 
Vardarujiya. It attracted the notice of Dr. A. C. 
Burnell, when he was District Judge at Tanjore, and 
was preparing the descriptive Catalogue of the great 
manuscript library of the SarasvaUinahal c)f the Tanjc.re 
Palace, in which were gathered not only the manuscri})l 
treasures that Maharaja Sarfoji (a.d. 1798-1833) had 
garnered, both in South India as well as on his tour in 
North India, but the collections of the cultured Nliyak 
rulers of Tanjore, who had preceded the Maratha 
Rajas. Burnell had already translated (1868) the 
DUyahhUga s&ciion of the Vyava/iifra-M^d/tat'lvir, which 
he had also found in the Library. lie recognized the 
merits of the Varadarajiya, and published in 1872 a 
translation of its chapter on inheritance and partition, 
with a valuable and characteristic introduction display¬ 
ing both his erudition and prejudices. The Rev. 
T. Foulkes followed with an edition of the Duyabhclga 
chapter of Prataparudra’s Sarasvatlvilnsa, to which an 
edition of the text in Nagarl had been added (1881).

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The section on inheritance and partition in the more 
extensive Smfticatidrik^ had already been translated 
and published, with comparative notes and section 
summaries, by a member of the Madras Judicial Service, 
T. Krishnaswami Aiyar (1867). Thus, seventy years ago, 
the views on the questions of the most interest to the 
Courts, which had to adjudicate on Hindu Law in 
South India, of all the four great South Indian digests, 
were available in English. No attempt was, however, 
made to follow it up by the publication of the texts 
themselves, either partially or in their complete state. 
It was not for lack of manuscript material. It existed 
in abundance in both the private and public manuscript 
collections of South India, But legal interest was 
exhausted with these translations. It had also become 
tepid through attacks of J. H. Nelson, Burnell and 
others on smrtis and nibandhas as containing not the 
law or usage that was actually prevalent in the country 
but the ideal of law envisaged by a narrow (and selfish 
and interested) section of the community. The con¬ 
servative element in South Indian society was not less 
indifferent. It was more interested in the elucidation 
of the rules which governed daily rites, special cere¬ 
monies and laws of purity and expiation. Pandits like 
the late Dharmadhikari Chakravarti Aiyangar of Mysore 
undertook to meet the need of the S'rivaisnava 
section by publishing, in locally intelligible scripts {c.g. 
Telugu) works on uhnika, Usfauca, sfraddha and 
samskara of comparatively late nibandhas like those 
of the Vaidika-Survabhauma (Harlta Vehkatacarya 
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c. A.D. 1450).^ For non-Vaisrjavas the later and fuller 
nibandha of Vaidyanatha Diksita (c. a.d. 1600) was print 
ed in two or three editions in South Indian scripts, and 
one of them w'as provided by a gifted scholar, who died 
young, with a Tamil version on the same page as the 
original Sanskrit.^ Minor works on paurohitya, editions of 
the KalpasUtras followed in South India, and mediaeval 
tracts on controversial points monopolized the attention 
and enterprise of the pandits of the province. The 
rival nibandhas of Vehkatacarya and Vaidyanatha had 
no sections on Vyavahara. Their authors apparently 
felt that there was no need for new digests on Vyava- 
hetra. The only attempt to draw upon the Vyavaha,ra 
sections of distinctively South Indian digests was that 
of V. Parabrahma Sastri, when he published in 1851 a 
compendium in Sanskrit named VyavahUradarpana, 
which was a mere condensation of Varadaraja’s treatise.

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The editors of the Mysore Government Sanskrit 
Series published legibly printed editions (in NSgarl) of 
the Smrticandrika and the Vyavahctra part of Sarasvatl- 
vilcisa} These editions were not provided with the 
critical apparatus, which every properly edited classic 
should have, and could be regarded only as more valu¬ 
able than the manuscripts they reproduced in print, 
because they were more easy to read, and were in a 
script that enjoyed a wider circle of readers. Mr. J. R. 
Gharpurc of Poona has more recently printed' editions 
of both the Sniriicandrikcl and the Smrtiinuktu-phala 
{i.e. Vaidyanatha-Diksita’s extensive nihandha) in 
Nagari. They show some improvement as they have 
indices of works cited and of pratikas. Madhavacarya’s 
well-known commentary on Parus/arasm^ti^ of which 
there w'as not even one printed edition in a South 
Indian script 70 years ago, was published in the 
Bibliotheca Indica between 1883 and 1899 by the Asiatic 
Society of Bengal. A really satisfactory edition of it 
in Nagari was atlast provided by a learned papdita of 
Maharastra, the late Vaman S'astri Islampurkar. His 
edition took 26 years (1893 to 1919) to complete. 

While thus there were at last atleast two editions 
for each of three South Indian smrti-nibandhas^ there 
was not even one, in any script, of the fourth, i.e. 
Varadaraja’s Vyavaharanirnaya. Burnell’s trained

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mind was impressed by even his examination of only a 
section of it. He recognized its superiority to the better 
known work of Madhavacarya. A more thorough exa¬ 
mination would have confirmed his high opinion of it, 
and its superiority to other South Indian digests, in the 
qualities that scholars (and lawyers) value, viz., brevity, 
clearness, precision, close logic, mastery of the relevant 
literature and technique and absence of pedantry. 

In these respects Varadaraja’s work will stand 
comparison with the best treatises of the class from 
any part of India. Even the Mit(lksafU to which and 
to whose eminent author V'aradaraja pays tribute, and 
on which he sensibly modelled himself, lacks one of 
his qualities, viz., terseness. The temptation to show 
off learning by entering upon irrelevant discussions 
of side issues is one to which uibandhakilras succumb, 
and which V'aradaraja has successfully resisted. We 
can perhaps trace it to the rigorous philosophical 
discipline to which V’aradaraja must have been ac¬ 
customed, if the identification suggested in this work 
of the author of Vyavahnranirnaya with the Varada- 
raja, who composed an acute work on the Mimnmsa 
of S'abara and Prabhakara, is sustained. The defer¬ 
ential citation of the V^aradaraja (who wrote the smrti- 
santgraha) by so discriminating a critic as Vedanta 
Des'ika is itself a mark of honour. 

After a service of 32 years, I entered early in 1933 
on leave prior to retirement from the educational 
service of Travancore. For years, my spare leisure 
had been devoted to the study of Arthas'asira. It had

brought me into touch with smrti literature. The first 
use to which my recovered freedom was to be put was to 
rebuild some lost smrti and to edit, in a form that would 
satisfy the requirements of modern scholarship, some 
digest whose age and merits would justify the labour. 

1 was fortunate in my choice. On the suggestion and 
under the inspiration of Mahamahopadhyaya P. V. 
Kane, M.A., LL.M., who had re-built the vyava- 
hara sections of both KutyiAycina ^ and S'ankha-Likhita,' 
1 undertook the reconstruction of the long lost Brhas- 
patisvitti, ’ and to rebuild not only its Vyavahzira 
section but its other divisions as well. The task was 
laborious, involved the examination of hundreds of 
commentaries and nibandhas, many of which were 
unprinted, and the final utilization of about two- 
hundred of them, a far larger number than what had 
been used in such restorations by Dr. Jolly and 
Professor Kane. It took some years, and the book 
atlast appeared in 1941, in the Gaekwad’s Oriental 
Series. I also began about the same time to edit the 
Krtya-Kalpatru of Laksmidhara (c. 1110 A.D.) the 
oldest nibandha now extant, whose value is signified by 
its respectful citation of it by subsequent Dharm^nsira 
works, and the free use made of it, to the extent of 
wholesale absorption of entire sections, by Hemadri, 
Candes'vara and Mitra-mis'ra. An almost complete 
manuscript of it had been noticed in the library of the

Annals of the Bhandarkar Research Institute, Vols. VII, VIII. 
Now issued as No. 85 of the Gaekawad's Oriental Series, 1941. 
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Udaipur Palace by Dr. P. Peterson in 1878. Through 
influential intercession, I was enabled to obtain a 
transcript of the entire work from the Government of 
Mewar. The first instalment of the work, dealing with 
Datin'^ appeared a year ago, and four other instalments 
are nearly ready for release shortly. In spite of these 
heavy commitments, 1 had resolved to edit Varadaraja’s 
Vyavaharanirnaya also. Before 1 assumed the 
Principalship of the Central Hindu College and the 
duties of University Professor of Economics in the 
Benares Hindu University in July 1935, a preliminary 
transcript of the Varadarajiya had been made, which 
was used subsequently for comparison with manuscripts 
as they became available. The work was carried on 
simultaneously with the preparations of the other two 
works and the studies they necessitated, as well as 
heavy administrative and teaching duties, in such 
leisure as could be snatched from official work. But, 
from the outset, I was fortunate in securing the 
collaboration in editing the Varadardjiya, of my old 
pupil, Mr. A. N. Krishna Aiyangar, M.A., L.T., whose 
name also appears on the title page of the book. 

After three years of steady labour, in the intervals 
afforded by other work, the Varadardjiya was ready for 
the press. Captain G. Srinivasamurti, Vaidyaratna, 
B.A., B.L., M. B. & C. M., the Director of the Adyar 
Library, offered to publish the book, first in the Bulleiin 
of the Library {Brahmavidyd)^ which was just then

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being started, and later on independently as a volume 
in the Adyar Library Series. The offer was gladly 
accepted, and the first instalment, with a ‘ Preliminary 
Note ’ discussing the value of the nibandha and its 
date appeared in the Bulletin in October 1937. The 
printing was completed in 1940, but the release of the 
book has had to wait for an introduction that would be 
adequate to its importance, which, I was unable to 
provide till now, by circumstances beyond my control. 
During the whole period of its progress towards publi¬ 
cation both editors have had other pre-occupations, 
largely of an official character. 

The text now presented is based on nine manu¬ 
scripts, which may be deemed fairly representative. 
They are described in Annexure III. It was not pos¬ 
sible to use the manuscripts in the Sarasvatimahal at 
Tanjore, as the new rules framed for that library deny 
to scholars the loan of manuscripts, and its transcrip¬ 
tion charges are heavy. An old palm-leaf manuscript 
in Nandindgarl letters from the Mysore Government 
Library (Acc. No. 904) was obtained and examined, 
but the want of one familiar with the difficult script 
used in it, precluded its fuller utilization. As the most 
complete MS. in the Madras Government library was 
itself a transcript of a very old palm-leaf manuscript in 
Telugu letters (No. 3143), and two remaining MSS. in 
the library were reported to be fragmentary, the publica¬ 
tion was not held up till these also could be compared. 
After the text had been printed, two palm-leaf manu¬ 
scripts were acquired by me for the library which I was 
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building up for the S'n Venkates'vara Oriental Institute, 
Tirupati, when I happened to be its organizing Director 
(1939-40). Their examination suggested no changes of 
any importance. 

The collated copy has been bound and deposited in 
the Adyar Library,' as references to citations of Brhaspati 
from Varadaraja’s work in rny published reconstruc¬ 
tion of BrhasPati-smrti are to the pages of this copy. 

Attention may be invited to some features of this 
edition. It has a very full index of pratikas. Each 
entry in the index is followed by the name of the 
author to whom it is ascribed in the digest. This 
should be helpful to other workers in the field of 
Diiarma-sfJXstra. I'or purposes of comparison, extracts 
from parallel passages in standard commentaries like 
the Mituksarn, the AiUtkiUd of Maradatta i)n Apas- 
tamba and Bhavasvamin’s recently recovered com¬ 
mentary on the ancient version of Nliradasmrti, which 
bears the title of Ndradiya-Maniisamliiiiii^ liave been 
given as footnotes. These help in determining the 
reciprocal relations of the writers. Two points are held 
as established by the comparison of the text of the 
VaradarZtjlya with the parrallcl passages thus cited 
viz., his obligations to Vijnanes'vara and the antiquity 
of Bhavasvamin’s bhdsya, whose editor had assigned 
an untenable and very late date for it. 

In the introduction, certain conclusions arc ad¬ 
vanced. The priority of the Varadarujiya to the

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Madhaviya is established. Its date is shown to be not 
lower than at least a f^eneration before Vedanta 
Des'ika’s reference to it in a work, whose date itself is 
fixed as a.d. 1298. The date of Varadaraja is thus 
pushed back by about four centuries beyond the date 
which used to be ascribed to him in modern books on 
Hindu Law. It is close to the date now accejned as 
that of the Smriicandrik(t. It is argued that this w'ork 
is later (by at least a generation) than the Vyavahdra- 
nirnaya and that it betrays knowledge of the latter. 
It is also held that the authors of the Vyavahara- 
nirnaya and t)f the Mimumsd-nayaviveka-dtpika are 
identical, that Noiradaraja was a pupil of a Sudars'ana- 
carya, probably the same as the author of the S'ruia- 
prakdsiku commentary c)n J'lamanuja’s Sri Bhiisya, and 
that he w'as a descendant (four generations removed) of 
Ramanuja’s pupil, k'ranatartihara, better known as 
“ Kidambi Accan." These are, howa'ver, conclusions, 
which may not perhaps now be accef)ted by all readers 
as so firmly established as Varadaraja’s date, his being 
a well-known member of the S'n Vaisnava community 
and the author of other books now lost. 

The duty of acknowledging obligations remains to 
be discharged. The heads of the libraries from which the 
manuscripts used were borrow'ed arc entitled to thanks. 
Among them specific mention has to be made of Rdjya- 
ratna, JnUnajyoli, Dr. B. BhatLicharyya, M.A., Ph.D., 
Director of the Oriental Institute, Baroda, who not only 
lent manuscripts of the Varadarajlya from his library, 
but provided a complete list of Vyavahdra manuscripts 
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in the Institute; of Professor P.P.S, Sastri, M.A., 
Vidydsugara, Vidyuvucaspaii o{ the Presidency College, 
Madras, and former Curator, Oriental Manuscripts 
Library, Madras, who lent for my inspection and study 
a transcript of Varadaraja’s Mimdmsu-nayaviveka- 
dlpikd in that library, and supplied valuable information 
about the manuscripts in the Sarasv'atimahal, which 
he had described in the published Catalogues that bear 
his name ; ^ of l^rofessor Sriram Sharma, M.A., of the 
D.A.V. College, Lahore, through whose kind interces¬ 
sion the Telugu palm-leaf manuscript of Vyavaharanir- 
naya in the fine MSS. library of that College was 
secured on loan ; and of the authorities of the Mysore 
University and particularly Mr. M. S. Basavalingiah, 
M.A., 13.L. the Curator of the ]M5'sore (Government 
Oriental Library, for the loan of manuscripts of the 
digest. 

Mahiimahopiidhydya Pandit Chinnaswami Sastri, 
Principal, College of Theology, llenares Hindu Uni¬ 
versity, helped in the comparison of manuscripts in 
Grantha and Telugu characters. I have had the ad¬ 
vantage of his expert help in studying the crucial pas¬ 
sage in the Dlpikd on which the identity of the two 
Varadarajas is based. Professor P. K. Gode, M.A., 
Curator, Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute, 
Poona, and Mahuntahopadhyuya P. V. Kaiu^ have dis¬ 
cussed with me points in relevant chronology. Ur. V. 
Raghavan, M.A., Ph.D., of the Madras University,

indispensable to every one who essays to work in the field. 

The debt to Captain G. Srinivasamurti is more 
personal, lie accept(,‘d the work for publication in the 
series, which he had organized. He provided innumer¬ 
able helps to the study of the digest. And, along with 
Mr. C. Subbarayudu, Manager of the Vasanta Press, 
whose fine printing is illustrated in the book now re¬ 
leased, he has shown an understanding of the personal 
difficulties which have impeded :in earlier contribution 
ol the Introduction, for want of which publication has 
been held up ior a period which a General liditor and 
a printer with less sympathy and insight would not 
have as gcaierously c<.)ndoned. 

For m.'uiy years tny d('hi to Sir P. S. Sivaswami 
Aiyer, K.C.S.I., C.l.h., LL.l). has steadily mounted 
up for the countless acts of consideration.

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INTRODUCTION 

Sotilh Indian Works an Vyavahara 

As compared with North India, South India has been rela¬ 
tively poor in dhanna-nihandha literature. Among South 
Indian digests those vsliieh deal with vyavahara are still fewer. 
If, on the ground of their having been composed in the Dakhan 
and Orissa respectively, the Mitdksard of Vijnane,s'vara and 
the Sarasvatlvildsa of Prataparudra-deva arc excluded, works 
on vyavahara, with any pretension to authority, composed in 
what now forms the province of Madras, arc reduced to three. 
These arc the Vyavahdraitirnaya of V^aradaraja, the Smrti- 
caiidrikd of Uevanna Hhatta and the vyavahara appendix to 
Madhavacarya’s commentary on Pards'arasmrti, commonly 
referred to as Vyavahdra-Mddhavlya. Their authority was 
recognized by the British Indian Courts,’ long before the 
sections on inheritance and partition from these works were 
translated for the use of Indian judges by T. Krishnaswami 
Aiyar and A. C. Burnell.- The translators made their English

Reception of the Varadarajlya 

At the beginning of the 19th century, the elder Sir Thomas 
Strange sought the advice of the Pandits in the cultured court 
of the Maharaja of Tanjorc on the authorities recognized by 
indigenous lawyers in South India. The Vyavaharanirnaya 
of Varadaraja was one of the works then commended to 
his attention as a work of great authority. Strange seems 
to have obtained excerpts from it, which he cited in his

Bibliotheca edition is full of mistakes. 
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Elements of Hindu Law.' In 1819, F. W. Ellis of the Madras 
Civil Service selected it as one of the sources to be studied and 
summarized in the digest of Hindu Law as followed in Madras, 
which he proposed to make, following the example of Cole* 
brooke’s Digest, which was obviously a restatement of the law 
as followed only in Bengal.” The wide use made of it by South 
Indian lawyers at the time is evidenced by two circumstances. 
An abridgement of the Vyavaharaniniaya was made, probably 
in the seventeenth century, in the Malayalam country which 
was followed by the princes and courts, as it was also furnished 
with a Malayalam version. This summary bears the title 
VyavalniramciUi. Manuscripts of it are found in old libraries in 
Malabar, Cochin and Travancore.^ It has sometimes been 
mistaken for the Vyavaharanirnaya by the editors of the 
descriptive catalogues of European libraries. The digests 
compiled under tlie name of Maharaja Sarfoji of Tanjore on

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vyavahara ant also based on Varadaraja’s work.* As late as 
1851, V. Parabrahma Sastri published at Madras in Telugu 
characters a summary of the Vyavaharanirnaya under the 
title Vyavahara-darpana:^ Naturally, it has been cited in 
pleadings in Courts and in judicial pronouncements. 
A. C. BurneH’s translation of the Ddyabhdga section of it, 
(1872) along with his translation of the same section in 
Vyavakdra-MCidhavlya (1868) and T. Krishnaswami Aiyar’s 
translation of the chapters on inheritance and partition from 
the Smrtktindnlul, placed the chief South Indian authorities 
on the law of inheritance within the reach of judges ignorant- 
of Sanskrit. But, they were all based on imperfectly collated 
manuscripts and were composed when a knowledge of com¬ 
parative Hindu jurisprudence was very rare, Varadaraja’s work 
also suffered some neglect owing to the erroneous assumption, 
which is still perpetuated in standard treatises on Hindu Law, 
that it is a late compilation belonging to the end of the seven¬ 
teenth or the commencement of the eighteenth century, and 
that it lacks originality, being based on the Smrticandrikd and 
the Mddhcjvlyii, Burnell indeed recognized its superiority to the 
Madhavlya, which he justly characterized as a mere summary 
of the Mitdksara and the Smrticandrikcl, presenting little or 
nothing that is new and important." He saw the qualities 
which contributed to the esteem in which South Indian

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Pandits held the Vyavahdranimaya,' thoiigli, like most 
European writers, he failed to appreciate the method of 
exposition in which all authorities for and against a proposi¬ 
tion are marshalled and the conclusion is left to be inferred 
from the sequence of the argument.*' He also drew attention 
to the use of the ^una system of referring to a series by 
naming one of its number and the assumption of the reader’s 
conversancy with conventional definitions or'' This 
is hyper-criticism. A book of law is intended for lawyers 
and judges and not for laymen. A nibandha postulates for 
its correct apprehension a mastery of its technique. BurncH’s 
asperity is not only unjustifiable but somewhat unintelligible 
in one who possessed a greater knowledge of the technique of 
Hindu legal literature than most Western scholars of his day, 
who brought to the study and interpretation of legal classics 
nothing more than a linguistic proficiency acquired by the 
study of Sanskrit poems and plays.^ 

Features of the Vyavahdranirnaya 

A printed text admits of much closer scrutiny than a 
manuscript, however carefully the latter may have been pre¬ 
pared. Admittedly, Burnell, who presented a portion of the 
Vyavahdranirnaya in an English version for the first time, 
had not studied the whole book. This is showm for instance

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by his assertion that the Mitdksanl is not cited ‘ though many 
passages in the Vyavaharanirnaya display a similarity of idea 
and expression so close as to suggest to those of the Mitdksard 
that it was being copied by Varadaraja. Also, as a matter of 
fact, Varadaraja names Vijhaneswara once atleast {infra. 
p. 78), while two other references to him are hidden under the 
descriptive name Brahniavitpravara^ “ the foremost of an¬ 
chorites," e.g. {inf. p. 135)/ Many prose interpretations of 
s'lokas in the Vyavaharanirnaya show almost a verbal identity 
to the explanations of the same verses in the Mitdk^ard. The 
closeness of the resemblance as well as the large number of 
instances of such similarity present a feature that can not be 
passed over. Attention has been drawn to such instances of 
identity or parallelism in footnotes in the edition now present¬ 
ed, and the passages of the Mitdksard are reproduced to enable 
a comparison to be made. {c.g. see infra pages 163, 164, 
165-7, 169-184, 185-187, 189-192, 221-272, 282, 291, 314, 
317, 321, 322, 409, 413, 415, 420, 421 etc.). The citation of 
Vijhanes'vara’s name shows that Varadaraja's borrow ing from 
the Mitdksard may not be beyond probability. Those conver¬ 
sant with Hindu legal literature arc, however, familiar with 
the way in w hich apparently identical expressions and view s 
reflect not borrowing by one w riter from another but both 
wTiters drawing upon an older source, or using interpretations 
orally transmitted from generation to generation. The com¬ 
parative statement of the authorities cited in the Vyavahara- 
kand^^ of the Mitdksard and the Sntrticandrikd^ Vyavahdra^ 
nirnaya and the Vyavahdra-Mddhavlya appended to this 
introduction' will show how Varadaraja cites many authors

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not used by Vijnancs'vara as well as Deviinna Hhatta and 
Madhavacarya. While his views arc generally akin to those 
of Vijhanes'vara, Varadaraja does not licsitate to differ from 
so acute a writer, or to pass over matters that a|)pcared to the 
latter as of mucli importance. The special plea put forward 
by the Mitaksard (II, 135-G) for the mother succeeding to her 
son’s property, and then only the father, with four grounds 
for preferring the mother to the father, which comes in for 
strong criticism from the Smrlicandriha (cd. M\'sorc, Vyirva- 
hdrakanda, pp. 687 ff.), is simply passed over by Varadaraja 
with the citations of \’isnu (inf. p. 44S^ that the father pre¬ 
cedes the mother in succession. He goes beyond the Mifaksura 
in admitting brothcr>’ sons’ sons as heirs after brotlicrs’ sons 
(p. 537 infra and Trn. p. Mi). Varadaraja, in discussing the 
charges for funeral rites, leans to the view* that any one who 
performs the obsequies has at all events a partial claim (inf. 
p. 441). In many matters his view s lean to those of older 
writers, whose w’orks become more intelligible, as pointed out 
by Burnell, in the light of his comments.' 

The merits of the Vyavahariininniya consist not only in 
its independence, and in some eases its originality in inter¬ 
pretation, but in its manifest command of Minidnisa and 
Nydya^ an indispensable qualification for the proper interpre¬ 
tation of Smrti texts. The work is comprehensive and deals 
wdth both procedure (Vyavahdra-vicifrku) and substantive law 
{vyavahdra). It is complete and self-contained. It is lucid 
and terse. There is no attempt at showing off learning, a 
weakness of the Madhaviya, whose prolixity is due to the 
failing. The authorities it cites are generally old, and no 
w'ritcr or w'riting later than the Mitdksard is quoted. If 
Varadaraja did not know Jimutavahana, he was familiar atleast

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with the school of thought of which Jnnutavahana was one of 
the earliest and most distinguished leaders. Burnell noted 
that Varadaraja leans more on the authority of Maniismrti 
than most uibandha writers.* He relies no less on Brhaspati." 
The preference is intelligible in view of Brhaspati’s famous 
dictum giving pre-eminence to Manu among writers on 
Dharma, and directing the rejection of any dicta which 
traversed those of Manu." He cites (with manifest approval) 
the warning of Brhaspati against an undue dependence on the 
letter of a smrtiy as, in an investigation that leans to a literal 
interpretation of the s^istra, and in which intelligence and 
imagination are not used iyuktihlna vicilrc), there is a real 
risk of injustice (dhannahani )The author of SmrticandriM 
claimed that his readers might follow liim “ w ithout fear ” as 
he sedulously avoided in his work anything tliat might savour

Brhaspati is an advocate of the use of reason in trials. On p. 20. ibid., 
he points out that thieves might appear in trials to be innocent and innocent 
persons might seem to be thieves, and Map{}avya was adjudged a thief in a trial 
in which intelligence was not used :

On p. 195 be points out that questions of inheritance must be construed 
intelligently as otherwise great harm will result. 
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of personal opinion.* Varadaraja, on the other hand, openly 
claimed that /lis elucidation of law {vyavahara-nirnaya) was 
based both on smrti and intelligent reasoning {yukti-smrty- 
amiTodhaialj). He adds the further comment that he seeks 
to elucidate and determine {nirnaya) the meaning of smrti 
(smrtyartha) in order that he might throw light on the topics 
of law.-* When he has to brush aside a text that is manifestly 
inequitable, like the \'edic saying that “ women have no 
iiidriya” which was used to enforce the disability of women 
in inheritance, he uses his Vedic learning with effect by 
interpreting indnya as the drink soma, and demolishes the 
doctrine that “ women are powerless,” as the context show's 
only that w’omen got no share of soma juice in a certain 
sacrifice. The whole treatment of women’s rights and alleged 
disabilities is an example of the skilled interpretation that he 
commends and illustrates {infra p. 456 ff.). 

To modern students, who are interested in the reconstruc¬ 
tion of lost texts, Varadaraja’s work has a special value. It 
abounds in quotations from works now lost. A number of say¬ 
ings of Brhaspati, Katyayana^ and S'ankha-Likhita, not avail¬ 
able in north Indian digests, arc to be found in it. Another fea¬ 
ture is the ascription by Varadaraja of texts assigned to certain

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authors by other writers to different authors. For example, 
the famous passage eloquently asserting that the wife is half- 
the-body of the husband, which is commonly attributed to 
Brhaspati, is given by \"aradaraja to Prajapati/ a writer whom 
he frequently quotes. Burnell has assumed that such instances 
mark the habitual carelessness of our digests.' The criticism 
is facile but baseless. A nibandha had to run the gauntlet of 
much ‘ informed ’ criticism, when it was published, and 
careless citation would not escape adverse notice and prompt 
castigation. Indian books arc in the form of loose leaves, 
and quotations are copied out from such Icav^es, eliminating 
the risks incidental to citations from memory. Students of 
Dhar7tHis'ilsfm arc familiar with the occurrence of identical 
s^lokas in different snirfis, and witli the practice of scrupulous 
fiibafidlui writers mentioning the names of all or most of the 
writers in whose works the cited verses are to be found. 
Smrti texts become standardized when great commentators 
fix the texts which they elect to follow. l.?ut, even among 
commentators, texts vary for the same work. Small differences 
are noted in the texts of so well-known a work as 
between, for instance, Medhatithi and Kulluka ; and so in 
Ycljnavalkya-stnrti between the text followed by X'is'varupa 
(c-800 A.D.) and that followed by Apararka (c. 1125 A.D.) The

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text of Narada followed by Bhavasvamin differs materially from 
the text supposed to be the one follow^ed by Asahaya (7th 
century A.D. and published in Bibliotheca Indica, 1886). But 
its editor J. Jolly had previously published a shorter text 
and an additional chapter, not found even in the larger version, 
had come to light in Nepal, and was incorporated in Jolly's 
translation (S.B./i., XXXIII, 1889). Jolly added to his trans¬ 
lation renderings of “ cjuolations from Narada " missing in his 
text but found in important digests (ibid., pp. 2dJ-267). A 
list of quotations attributed to Vasistha forms an appendix to 
Fuehrer’s edition of Vasisthasmrti (Bombay, 1883). The 
Chow'khamba edition of Manu provides an appendix of Manu- 
sflokds, running to thirty pages of close print, comprising verses 
attributed to Manu in digests and commentaries and not found 
in the printed and standardized versions of the great code. 
Visnustnrfi is now available in print in only the seventeei.tb 
century version of it adopted by Nanda Pandita for his com¬ 
mentary, the Kes'ava-Vaijayaftti.^ The footnotes to Varada- 
raja’s text will show how, in many cases, there are lacunae in 
the printed text of this smrti, which are disclosed by a com¬ 
parison w'ith the citations by Varadaraja. South India enjoyed 
for centuries comparative immimii}' from Muslim attacks and 
their destructive effects. The great Hindu kingdom of Vijaya- 
nagara and the older dynasties which it displaced had been 
foremost in encouraging literature and culture. The libraries 
of temples, mathas and of dcdrya-purusas in places like Kahcl- 
pura conserved for centuries innumerable works which perished 
in North India or which were com[)osed in South India itself, 
A reference to the published works of a versatile writer like 
Vedanta Des'ika will reveal literally lumdreds of works in all

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departments of literature, which once existed in South India 
and have now passed out of view. Many of the writers cited 
by Varadaraja are unknown to nibandha writers of North 
India, and are not named even by the Mitdksara. Where 
extant manuscripts concur in ascribing certain verses or state¬ 
ments to writers other than those to whom they are commonly 
ascribed in the work of a scrupulous writer, whose erudition 
and precision are manifest, the inferences will be warranted 
that the statements in question are drawn from a common 
reservoir of floating verses or belong to texts anterior in date 
to those which commentators standardized.^ The footnotes 
appended to tlie text of the Vuntdarajlya try to indicate 
all cases in which certain verses are not to be traced in pub¬ 
lished editions of the authors named, or are to be found in 
other published works. There are verses attributed to Yajha- 
valkya {infra pp. d27, 350, 3S6 and 526-7) wliich cannot be 
found in the text followed by his great commentators from 
Viswarupa (c. A. D. .SOO) do\Mi\vards. A voTSit of Manusmrti 
(Vm, 125) is assigned by all manuscripts examined to Yajha- 
valkya {infra p. 527), Two s'lokas, \s hich on the authority 
of other nibandJias, are included in Krit}'ayana (whose work 
has not survived in its old shape) are assigned by Varadaraja 
to Manu and Yajhavalkya respectively {inf. p. 350 and p. 493) 
in whose standardized texts they can not be traced. In the 
case of writers like Yarna, Vyasa, Ilarita, Dcvala, Sankha- 
Likhita, Paithinasi and Bharadvaja, whose works have not 
survived (uitire, we have no means of checking authenticity, if 
verses ascribed to them in one digest are assigned to others 
in another nibandha. The scrutiny of their real authorship 
will have tf) await the composition of a cornj)rehcnsive index of

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Dharmas^astra verses and sutras such as some University or 
Oriental Institute, might in the future undertake and complete. 
Till then, caution is enjoined against the summary rejection 
of verses bearing more than one author’s name as spurious or 
carelessly ascribed. One often finds later writers work up 
into their own texts verses from earlier writers, when identity 
of views is sought to be conveyed.* Every printed digest 
bearing the stamp of antiquity renders a subsidiary service to 
editors of Dharmasuiatra w^orks. Vyavahdranirnaya has this 
adventitious value. 

Use o/ ihc VaradarCijiya by Later Writers 

The lower limits of the date of \'aradaraja will be indi¬ 
cated by the writers who cite his work. Early modern legists, 
who studied the Vyavalidrunirnaya, somewhat hastily accepted 
an uncorroborated story that he belonged to the first quarter 
of the seventeenth century, and that he was a native of ArctU.' 
Burnell accepted the view, and regarded Varadaraja (judging 
chiefly by his name) as a native of the Tamil country 
who lived about that time. He claimed to trace obligations 
in the Vyavahdraninjcfya to the digests of both Devaiina 
Bhatta and Madhavacarya though ncathcr was named, as well 
as to the Mitaksard. He thought tliat there was citation of a 
passage from Jimutavahana’s Ddyahhd^a and probably some 
sentences were taken from Haradatta-mis'ra's commentary (the 
Andkuld) on Apastamha-Dharmasutra. '^ As all these writers

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were manifestly far earlier than c. 1600. A. D., he did not feel 
that his chronological conclusion was shaken. Since Burnell’s 
time quotations from Vanidaraja’s Smrtisamgraha (digest) have 
been found in writers of the sixteenth century. The Sarasvath 
vildsa of Prataparudra Deva of Ulkala. whose date is fixed as 
A. 1). 1515 by Foulkes, on cogent grounds that have been 
endorsed by MM, P. V. Kane,' cites Varadaraja’s work.

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Varadaraja’s digest (smrtisamgraha) than the Vyavahdranir- 
naya. In the same writer’s Grhyaratna (Grantha ed, p. 6) 
there is a citation of a passage of Paithinasi, as from the 
section on the law relating to men and women (stripumsdkhya 
vivadaPada) in Smrti-Varadarajlya. On p. 376 infra, 

there will be found a prose explanation of the verse of Paithi- 
nasi in question, in the sub-section named in the citation, but 
the s'loka is missing in the manuscripts used in the prepara¬ 
tion of this edition. It is evident that Smrti-Varadaruiiya 
covered both vyavahdra and non-vyavahara tof)ics, and was a 
complete nibandha like the Smrlicandrikci. The titles Sam- 
graha and Smrtisamgraha, with the qualifying word Varada- 
rdiiya, are either descriptive or the actual designations of his 
treaties. There arc* thirteen colophons in the Vyavahdra- 
nirnaya^ in which, with one exception the subject of the 
section is stated after the words SWimad Varadardjiyc 
Vyavahdranirnayey In one case the descriptive words arc— 
Sfrtmad-Varadardjlye Dharmas’dstre Vyavahdranirnaye 
Dyutdsamahvayddi sat-padakandam ” (inf. p. 522). The Sam- 
graha, which is frequently quoted by the Mitaksard, Apararka 
and Smrticandriku must not be confused with Varadaraja’s 
work, as it was a much earlier treatise, composed between the 
8th and 10 centuries.* Though Varadaraja does not quote the 
Samgraha, Harita Venkatacarya does so. A number of early 
writers or works like Akhandddars'a, Kanva, Kavasa, etc., 
are obviously taken by Venkatacarya from Varadardjiya. 

The Significance of the Absence of Mangla-s'loka 

In the Vyavahdranirnaya there are no mangala-sdokas 
either at the beginning or at the end of the book. Varadaraja 
’ i>ide, Kaneo/>, cit., pp. 238-242. 
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says nothing of himself, and we liave to infer his wide and 
deep learning from the book itself. The author’s ancestry, 
cicdrya and patron (if ho had one) as well as the qualities that 
he lays claim to, are all usually indicated at the beginning 
of such a book. Barring the statement (so different from 
the claim of Smrticandrikd) that he used his reason as well 
as his knowledge of smrti lore in composing the work, there 
is no other personal reference. Such reticence is unusual. 
There arc reasons (stated below) for regarding him as a S'ri- 
vaisnava and as one who lived in the early days of its revival 
and organization by Ramanuja and his immediate successors, 
when devotion to the cult and* the dcciryas will be made mani¬ 
fest in all works by S'rlvaisnavas. We notice a similar omission 
in the Ddyabhd^a of the celebrated JImutavahana. The reason 
in both cases appears to be the same. Tlic proper place for 
invocation and personal references is the beginning of a work ; 
and, in the middle of a large work it is not usual to make such 
references. This may be seen in Sjnrticandrihd. jimutava- 
hana’s Vyavahdramdtrka (ed. Ashutosh Mookerjee, 1912) 
begins abruptly like the Vyavahdranirnaya and the Ddyabhdga, 
but at the end there is a brief reference to Jimutavahana's 
name and family (Pdrihhadra) and a justification for a treat¬ 
ment of vyavahdragana in the Nydya-fudfrkd, which he 
presents.' If the earlier or later parts of V'aradaraja’s digest 
arc ever discovered, the missing mangahi-s’lokas and personal 
references may be found in them. That the entire w'ork was 
probably known only by the name of tlie author— Varadarajlya 
—and that closer indications of a reference related to its

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subject-divisions is evident from the quotation by Katayavemn 
discussed below. There a verse of Katyayana about the 
eight-fold division of the day and the utilization for judicial 
work of the second, third and fourth divisions, is quoted with 
Varadaraja’s prose explanation verbaiinty as it occurs on p. 4 
of the Vyavahdranirnaya. But, the citation is prefaced with 
the words —''Tathd ca iiktam Varadarajlye nijadharmem 
—and the names of the section of the Varadardjlya viz. 
Vyavahdranirnaya and the chapter riz. Vyavahdraparikara- 
kandaniy are omitted. The omission of the name Katyayana 
in Katayavema’s citation is due to two causes: firstly, the 
s'loka is continued after the interruption of a long quotation 
intervening from the same .smrti by a short prose explanation, 
with the words :— vyavhhdradars^ina-kdlopi tenaivoktah ; 
and, secondly, hecaust' the prose explanation of Varadaraja is 
more important than the s'loka which, without it, will not be 
quite clear. The cjinission of the title Vyaxahdranirnaya would 
suggest that in Katayavema's time the entire work was avail¬ 
able, and it was eiiougli to name it and the special topical 
head in which a passage of it occurred readers to 
locate it. 

MM. P. r. Kane\^ Vicic of /he Date of the Vamdarajiya 

In his History of Dharmas'dstra, Vol. I, J930 (p. 530 and 
p. 736), MM. P. V. Kane took the \'ic\v that Vyavahiiranirnaya 
was composed about a.d, 1500 or more approximately hetween 
1457 and 1500 a.D. In a personal letter to me dated 
3rd February 1937, he explained his grounds as follows. 
Sarasvatnuldsa cites Varadariijlya,^ w hich must therefore he

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earlier than 1515 a.d. the date assigned to the former by 
Foulkes on cogent grounds. In referring to Varadaraja, the 
Sarasvativilasa describes him as ddhunika (recent or modern) ’ 
but the context shows that the description was to contrast him 
with Bharuci, an acknowledgedJy old writer. Secondly, neither 
the Madhavtya nor the Smrticandridd. which are standard and 
elaborate South Indian digests, refers to Varadaraja. Madha- 
vacarya died about a.d. 1386. * The date of Smrticandrikd is 
not quite settled, but as it refercs to the Mitdksara, Apararka 
and the Smrtyarthasdra, it can not be earlier than A.D. 1150, 
while it must be atleast a generation earlier than Hemadri, ^ 
who calls himself the karanddhls'vura and mantrin of king 
Mahadeva of Devagiii, who reigned from 1260-1271 A.D.* 

In the ‘ Preliminary Note,’ which introduced the first 
published instalment of Vyavahciranirnaya in 1937,both 
these positions were examined and rejected. The argument 
of silence has to be used with caution. Sarasvativildsa does 
not mention the Mddhavlya, a circumstance that long led to 
the supposition that its author was the Prataparudra of the 
Kakatiya dynasty,* We shall see later on that a writer, who 
wrote nearly a century before Madhavacarya’s death in 
1386 A.D., has named V’aradaraja's digest as smrti-aamgraha, 
and yet there is no mention of V^aradaraja or of his work by

Foulkes. Sarasvativilasa, 1881, Intrn. p. xx, Foulkes suggested that the 
omission is due to the rivalry between the kingdoms of Orissa and Vijayanagara. 
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name in the Madhavlya,' Burnell noticed in the dayCibhd^a 
chapters of both works similarities of expression and opinion, 
which led him, on the assumption of Varadaraja being a very 
late writer, to suppose that he had borrowed from Madhava. 
Our present knowledge would reverse the relationship between 
the two writers. MM. P. V. Kane himself recognized that not 
much weight could be attached to Prataparudra's characteriza¬ 
tion of Varadaraja as an adhunika^- as the context sliows that 
even if he had been pre-Madhava or pre-Devanna Bhatta he 
would be a “ modern ” as compared to Bharuci, who is named 
by Ramanuja (a.D. 1017-11J7) and Vijhanes'vara (c. 11 US 
A.D.).'* If Varadaraja was a new and iinknow n v\ riter, with¬ 
out official position or prestige (advantages that Madhava 
possessed like Laksmidhara or Hcmadri) Madhava's omission 
to cite Varadaraja would be more intelligible than the latter’s 
failure to name the MCidhavlya, The argument will cut both 
ways. But, it is nov\' seen that there are references to 
Varadaraja, in a manner suggesting that he w ?is a person of 
authority, by not onl}' a general writer, who was removed 
from Madhavacarya by a generation only, viz, Katayavema, 
but by a discriminating critic like Vedanta Des'ika, who was 
an elder contemporary of Madhax acarya. The motiies which 
lead to conscious omission to state literary obligations are 
manifold. 

Further IJ^hi on the Lower Limits of Varadardiij's Date 

In the ‘ Preliminary Note’ of 1937 it was suggested that a 
closer approximation to the date of Varadaraja might be reached

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by an examination of the substance of the Vyavaharamniaya 
and its opinions and their relations to those of other well-known 
digests. Shortly after the appearance of the above ‘ Note ’ in 
the Brahmavidya, Mr. P. K. Code, the erudite Curator of the 
Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute, Poona, called atten¬ 
tion to the citation of a passage from the Rajadharma sub¬ 
section of the Varadarcljlya in Katayavema’s commentary on 
Kalidasa’s Vihramorvamya, which is identical with the one 
on p. 4 of Vyavahilranirnya (MTmLhnsaka Prakcl^a, III, 
pp. 15-18).* The date of Katayavema therefore furnished a 
definite lower limit to Varadaraja’s date, as the latter must 
have by that time attained sufficient celebrity to be quoted as 
an authority to illustrate a passage in an ancient classical 
drama. 

Katayavema was a well-known scholiast and he com¬ 
mented on all the three plays of Kalidasa and the Amaru- 
s'ataka, fie was the minister of his relation Kumaragiri or 
Vasantaraya, king of KondavTdu. Kumaragiri was a child 
when his father, the Keddi king Anapota, died in 1J66 a.d., 
and was succeeded during the minority by the boy’s uncle 
Anavema, who ruled till 1383, when Kumaragiri succeeded 
him. Kumaragiri’s reign was short, and terminated about

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A.D. 1400/ Katayavema survived him. Inscriptions of 
Katayavcma range from a.d. 1J86 to 1411." His comment¬ 
ary on the Vikramorvas*lya is named Vasantamilya after his 
patron, who bore the title of Vasantaraja. Mr. Code suggests 
that A.D. 1385 (which is close to the date of the death of 
Madhavacarya) may be taken as the date of the composition 
of the commentary in which the passage from Varuda' 
yajlya is (juoted, and tliat as Varadaraja must have at¬ 
tained sulTicient celebrity before his work could be treated 
as an autliority, A. D. 1350 (which is a century earlier 
than the upper limit assigned by MM. W V. Kane to Varada¬ 
raja) may be safely accepted as the lowest limit for him. 

Vtddnta Desdka and Varadaraja 

Subsequent to the publication of Mr. Code's article, 1 
found a specific reference to “ Varadarajiya-Smrtisamgraha ” 
in Vedanta Ues'ika's Saccaritra-raksCi (p. 47 ed. Venkateswar 
Press, Bombay, 1909). The quotation, which is reproduced 
in the footnote below ‘ is significant in two ways. First, it 
quotes a verse attributed to Yama in Skandaptirana (Skandesii) 
which exalts those whose bodies have been branded with the 
mark of Vi.snu’s discus (cakrdnkita) as “ leaders in Stwga

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{svargtisyLi nctdro) over Brahmanas, who, in common sfurti 
opinion, are only “gods on the earth” (bhiivi decutah), 
\’edanta Des'ika points out that the text of Skdnda, which 
read S^udresvepi drsyatc was cited by Varadaraja in his 
digest (snirtisciiuf^niha) in the form lokc^u pan'drsyate. 
Vedanta Dcs'ika calls it a Vanufswrih^TCirnam, Varada- 
raja's version of the dictum of Yama widens its sc:ope, and does 
away with the forcible contrast implied in the otlier version, 
which would place even S'iidras, who have been branded wdth 
V'isnu's discus, tibove Brahmanas. While both versions exalt 
the marked devotee of Visnu over even those Brrihmanas (w ho 
are not) X’aradaraja's version reduces tlie sharpnc:ss of the 
contrast. Sec'oiidly, the cjnotation deals with a non^vyavahura 
matter, coming under dedra, and shows that X'aradartijaV 
digest dehnitely dealt w ith matters oiitsicie the? Vyavuhdranir- 
naya, A iurthe.r point to note is the delinite S'rivaisnava 
leanings of Varadaraja disclosed b\’ his accc'ptance of thi^ 
dictum, and liis affinity to the school of Ramanuja. 

Vedanta Des'ika's long life extended from A. j>. 
to l-)70.‘ But the chronology of the chief incidents anc 
achievements of his life can, and has been, worked oii 
with great approximation to accuracy. In the deter 
mination of the dates of his works, one is often hclpec 
by a device which \'edanta Des'ika adopted. The man 
^ala s'lokas of his works usually refer to Visnu, as thi 
presiding deity of some important shrine, at w Inch he wa 
w'orsiiipping at the time of the composition of the work

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Saccatitrarakstl, {he work in which the above citation of 
Varadaraja’s snirtisijntgrahti occurs, ends the lirst chapter 
of it in which the citation is made, with an invocation of 
DchallH'a, the form in which Visnu is worshipped in the great 
temple at Tirukkoilur in the district of South Arcot.* It is 
right to presume, from his well delined practice, that this 
chapter was composed about the time of his j)ilgri]nage to the 
above shrine. In the accounts of \'edanta Des'ikn's life, no 
sj:)ecific date to his visit to this locality is mentioned. lJut. in 
conformity with orthodox practice, he must have vibited this 
sacred locality, which has been made meinorabK: as the 
traditional meeting t)lace of the first three saints (Alvars) of 
S'rivaisnavism.“ The only occasion in which Vedanta Des'ika 
could hav<i made a visit to this holy place was when Iw. was 
at Tinivahindrapuram, nt:ar Ciiddalorc, uliieh is a day's 
journey from Tirukoilur, It is known that X'edanta Des'ika 
left the former place by his tliirtieth year, and that the vuksil- 
granthas of which Sacctiriinf-ruksa is the first, were among 
his earliest works.' It may be therefore taken that this work 
was composed about 1297 a.d., and that, at that time, Varada- 
raja’s Snirfiscfni}»niluf (digest) was sufficiently established as

The nrki^K works are fixe. Des'ika’s \ isii and sojourn at Tirinahindra- 
puram (Cuddalore) is dated thus by MM. C. Narasimhficiirxa. pp. 7-i-75. 
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an authority to justify the citation of it in support of a 
textual variant, whicli carried with it important doctrinal 
differences. 

Saccantra-raksil is in three chapters, and ch^als with 
obligations which, according to S'rivaisnavas, lie upon all right 
conducted persons (saccciriira). The three chapters deal 
(with appropriate authorities) with the marking of the arms 
with the marks of Visnu's weapons, ihe suifurs'ifmi {iWacus) 
and pCincajanya (conch), the wearing of the nrdhvapiindra 
(perpendicular castc-mark), and the partaking of the offerings 
made to God in worship. These are features which distinguish 
the S'nvaisnavas from other Brahnianas, esj)ccially the so-called 
smdrtas of South India. In beginning the third chapter on 
the acceptance of food, w Inch had been sanctiiied by being first 
offered to Msnu, Vedanta Des'ika observes' that the topic had 
been ably and briefly treated (sanunihifam, Iiyefuf sam^nilicnii) 
by Yamunacarya (c. 950 A.D.), the guru of Kamanuja, that it 
had been elucidated (pnipinicilaiu) in his Siinnuiri^Li-dipika by 
the learned Varadaraja {Winidiiraja-pamUtaih) and that he 
himself is only following on their tracks in his exposition of 
the subject, (TadaniiSiircnu asmabhirupi nrifi-samksepLttalj 
upapLidyaic). As the topic comes within the scope of Dharma- 
s'astra, there is no reasonable ground for ascribing the 
Sininiur^Li’dlpikd to a Varadaraja different from the author of 
Snirfisam^niliLi, But, it is probable that it was an inde¬ 
pendant work, forming an appendix to {hv. larger digest. 
Vedanta Desuka refers to the work again in his Pancardtni- 
raksii ' as giving a full account of the four siddhdntas de¬ 
scribed in S^rikanisiimhitd, It establishes again the Vaisnava 
character of the nibandha,

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Varadaraja a Srivaipiava 

The surmise of Ellis that Varadaraja was a native of 
Arcot province was probably based on no other ground than 
the name which is common in the Tamil country. Varadaraja 
is the presiding deity of the great Vaisnava temple at KancT- 
pura (Conjeeveram). Names are given in South India to 
children after those of some presiding deities in famous 
shrines, to which parents may have made vows or pilgrimages. 
A grandson is usually named after his grandfather. Ramanuja 
spent his early years in Kanci, doing service (ka inkary a) in tlie 
temple of Varadaraja. Vedanta Des'ika was born in one of the 
suburbs of the ancient city and was sf)ecially devoted to 
Varadaraja. Kanci has been a great centre of S'rivai.snavism, 
and the name \^aradaraja is common among S'rivaisnavas. 
But, this, by itself, will not establish the sectarian leanings of 
our author. The deferential refenmees to him by an dcarya 
of the standing of Vedanta Des'ika, and—even more—the cita¬ 
tion of his authority for practices, which are specially advocated 
by S'rivaisnavas, are more conclusive. Thc', partiality of 
Harita Venkatacarya to Varadaraja becomes intelligible 
in the light of the lead given by Vedanta Des'ika. In a 
treatise on Vyavahara, following classical expositions of 
it, there is little scope for an exhibition of sectarian lean¬ 
ings. But, even in it, there are indications of familiar¬ 
ity with practices of S'rivaisnavas and their Agama liter¬ 
ature. The knowledge could of course be acquired by a 
non-Vaisnava; but, such dicta as the obligatory nature of 
inudrci-dMranam and the recommendation of the eating of 
offerings to the deity, mark him clearly as one of the 
community. The point is of importance in an investigation 
of his identity. 
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Viinidariljlya and Miidhavlya 

A comparison of the two works easily establishes the 
superior learning and acuteness of Varadardjlya and its 
greater originality. The number of works or writers laid under 
contribution by it is greater than that drawn on by Madhava. 
In spit(‘ of the absence of any reference to X’aradaraja's work 
in Miidhiivlya^ it is incredible that it should not have been 
know n to Madhaxa. A comparison of page "Hb to 459 of 
VyuvahilnininniyLi with pp. 434-4 of yyavahCini-Madhavlya 
ted. V, S. Islampurkar) will show that the latter has obviously 
adapted and summarized the former. The interpretation of 
indriyiT in the X'edic dictum— iasmad striyo niriudriyH addyftdd 
—as referring to souni and not vlrya, is clearly an original idea 
of X’anidaruja, w hich lie has developed with fulness, and 
Madha\a sim})ly condenses the passage. The whole (juestion 
of the riglUs of women to inlierit is better argued out by 
X'aradaraja than by Madhava, who simply copies the former. 
On, }). 414 of Vyciufhdraninjayif, occurs a passage on the 
unequal partition being contrary to “ ])ublic feeling and 
therefore ineffective “ in the Kaiiyugay* though based on 
snirtisy and the authority of Prajapati is quoted in a verse 
beginning— Witlid niyoyiadhanno 'pi ndnubandfiyd ^avddikCi — 
w hile a prose comment explains that just as when a husband 
is dead the custom of niyo^a is not now practised because it is 
opposed to the feeling of the world, and as similarly the 
sacrifice of cows is given up, so also (unequal sharing in 
partition) though allowed by smrfis is nut followed in Kaliyuga 
on account of its being hated by the world. In Vyavahdra- 
Madhavlya (op. cit., p. 492) the same verse is cited after a 
prose explanation, which verbally reproduces that in Varada^ 
rcijlya, but the s'loka ascribed by V^aradaraja to Prajapati is 
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cited as from the Samgrahahara, i,e., the author of the 
Samgraha.^ It will be recollected that the work of Varada- 
raja is usually referred to as his Smrtusamgraha, It is there¬ 
fore suggested that Madhava’s reference here is to Varadaraja 
as the ‘‘ author of the Samgraha/* A century at least divides 
Varadaraja from Madhava in the light of the former being a 
writer of recognized authority in 1297, when Vedanta Des'ika 
quoted him. The above suggestion fits in with the chrono¬ 
logical relationship of the two writers. Varadarajlya can not 
now be put later than A.D, 1250. 

Varadarajlya and Smrticandrihd 

It is noteworthy that the s'loha attributed to Prajapati by 
Varadaraja {inf, p. 414) is also assigned by the Smrticandrikd 
{Vyavahdrakdnday cd. Mysore, p. 620) to a, Samgrahakdra, but 
the latter’s argument takes a somewhat different line, in regard 
to the rejection of unequal partition {visama-vihhdga), 
Varadaraja rejects the custom, though ancient, on the ground 
of its being (now) hateful to people {loka-vidvistam) and he 
cites an anonymous half-verse to the effect that he who 
follows what is hateful to the people loses heaven (asvarg- 
yam lobavidvistam dharmamapydearennatu iti nisedhdt, inf. 
p. 413), and this is rep)eated almost verbatim by Madhava 
{op, cit,, p. 492). Varadaraja adds the explanation for sam- 
prati in the verse of Prajapati, “ in the Kaliyuga ” {Kali- 
yuge, p. 414), bringing it also under the interdictions of old 

’ op. cit. p. 492 : “ Uktam ca Samgrahakare^a—Yatha niyog^a-dharmoyam 
nanubandhyavadhopi va I Tathoddharavibhagopi naiva samprati vartate." All 
manuscripts of Madhaviya ascribe the verse to Saingra/uikCtnT, while all 
manuscripts of Varadarajiya attribute it to Prajapati. As the former is a 
compiler and the latter the author of a smrti, the allusion in Madhaviya is to 
a Samgrahakara, who gave the s'loka, i.c. Varadaraja. Reluctance to name 
Varadaraja by Madhava can be explained.

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practices in Kaliyiiga {Kalivarjya). Madhava» who has an 
extensive section on Kalivarjya elsewhere/ omits this ex¬ 
planation and argument. The Smrticandrihci explicitly ex¬ 
plains samprati as “ now ’* and “ in the Kaliyuga,” as 
done by Varadaraja (Adya sampratltyetau s'abdait Kali- 
yugam-abhhandhayoktau^ p. 620) and it p^roceeds to cite 
passages on Kalivarjya. It quotes the view of Dhareswara 
that “ the dictum that the twentieth part of the heritage is 
deducted for the eldest son is not accepted as it is 
“ abhorred by the world,” and adds to it the words “ in the 
Kali age,” which is not in Dhareswara's sentence. 

It proceeds then to a somewhat irrelevant discussion of 
the relative validity of the usages of the elect* (,9'/xMaTm) and 
amrti rule, notes that the former has force only when there is 
no explicit xm/'//-rule, criticizes Vis'varD))a’s rejection ol the 
offering of a bull to a guest because of its being opposed, like 
unequal partition, to s^istdedra^ on the ground that (as ruled 
by Vasistha.) s'ls/dcdra has validity only when there is no rule 
of sruti or smrti on the subject, denies as untrue the conten¬ 
tion of Vijhaneswara that unequal |)artition is “ abhorred by 
the world ” and affirms that people are, on the contrary, 
anxious to give a greater share to the eldest son and other 
brothers if they are endowed with science, goodness and 
virtue, and concludes that the ground for rejection of unequal 
partition, like analogous acts of the past, is solely its interdic¬ 
tion for Kaliyuga. It maintains that venerable authors of

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digests like S'ambhu, S'rikara and Devasvamin have written 
elaborately upholding as snstdcdni the deduction of a share 
{uddhdra-vibhdga) for the additional benefit of the eldest son. 

A comparison of the entire discussion in the three works 
under review shows: firstly, that Madhava simply adopted 
the view and even the words of the Varadardjlyu, and 
secondly Smrticaudrikd felt the need to rebut the dictum of 
the Scimgrahakdnt (/.c., Varadaraja in this instance) and 
his explanation that unequal partition was invalid in Kaliyuga 
because it is hateful to the present day world. A comparative 
study leaves on one the feeling that all the elaborate and not 
altogether relevant discussion of Devapna Bhatta is aimed to 
discredit Varadaraja’s views. If Varadaraja was later than 
Devanna Bliatta and was aware of this discussion, one would 
expect him to reply at some length to the special picas of the 
latter on the topic. 

Burnell affirmed, on the basis of an entry in a manu¬ 
script from the Tanjore Palace Library that he had con¬ 
sulted, that in the Varadarajiya {infru. p. 408) the well- 
known verse of Brhaspati (that in the case of brothers 
living undivided and depending on a common cooking, the 
worship of pitrsy gods and Brahamanas will be one only, 
while in the case of divided brothers such worship will be 
repeated in every divided brother’s house,) was cited as 
from the Candrika. The s'loka is one of many which uphold 
the value of partition, on the ground of its bringing about an 
increase of spiritual benefits to ancestors and gods. On the 
basis of the entry Candrikdydm BrhaspatiJj in the manu¬ 
script that he used,’ introducing this s'loka, Burnell held that 
the Vyavahdranirnaya referred to Smrticandrikd and w'as 
therefore later than that w’ork. As Burnell held the view that

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the Varadarajlya was written only about 1600 A.D., the 
inference of its being later than Smrticandnkd seemed natural. 
But, the words Candrikdydm Brhaspatilj do not occur in 
the context in any one of the nine manuscripts used in the 
preparation of this edition, or of another three which came 
into my control later on. There is no other reference any¬ 
where in the Vyavahanininiaya either to Smrticandnkd 
or its author, Devanna Bhatta. It is not Varadaraja's practice 
to specify the source of his quotation of di familiar verse. In 
works like his, the source of a quotation is given only if the 
s'loka quoted is rare, or if its authenticity might seem doubtful. 
Such an indication precedes quotations from the less known 
Puranas or works whose texts are notoriously corrupt. The 
s'loka of Brhas[)ati in question is indeed found in the Smrti- 
candrikd but it is a very well-known dictum of tlie sage, and 
is quoted by most commentaries and digests. [Vide refer¬ 
ences in the footnotes to Brhasptismrtiy ed. Rangaswami, 
1941, pp. 196 and 336). Twenty citations of this s4oka from 
18 books have been noticed there ranging from the Krtya- 
Kalpataru (c. 1110 A.D.), Apararka’s commentary on Ydjna- 
valkyasmrti, Haradatta s bhdsya on Gaiitama-dharmasiitra, to 
more recent works. Eight more citations have come under 
my notice since 1940. It is absurd to argue that Varadaraja 
needed an authority for the source of so well-known a s'loka. 
Among the other 210 quotations from Brhaspati that he has 
quoted, there is only one, which is so introduced, and that is 
so because (see inf p. 61) it is a mre s'loka. The word 
Candrikdydm must have been interpolated by a reader or 
scribe. How such entries by readers might cause chronological 
difficulties may be seen from the discussion of a similar 
entry of the name of Vijhanes'vara in one late manuscript 
of the Vyavahdra-Kalpataru, when the view cited there as 
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Vijnanes'vara's is diametrically opposed to his recorded 
opinion. The text of Vyavahdranirnaya contains no reference 
to Smyticandrikci, 

The close approximation to the dates of both Devanna 
Bhatta and Varadaraja makes the problem of their relations 
intriguing. As Hemadri cites Smrticandrikii, and Hemadri’s 
digest must have been composed between A.D. 1260 and 1271, 
MM. P. V. Kane places Devanna Bhatta at least a generation 
before Hemadri, i.c. the composition of Sfnrticandrikd is <ihoui 
A.D. 1225. Vedanta Des'ika’s citation of Varadaraja in a 
tract composed about 1297 A.D. and the deferential way in 
which the allusions are made to him, suggest a time limit for 
Varadaraja not lower than A.D. 1225. A comparison of the 
writers whom both lay under contribution \vide Annexure II) 
shovs that \'ijhancs'vara is the latest writer quoted by ^^^rada- 
raja, while Devaima Bhatta quotes also Apararka, (A.D. 1120- 
1140). The panegyric on Vikramaditya VI, with which the 
Mifdksard ends, refers to him as having mastered his rival the 
Cola emperor Kulottunga (A.D. 1070 to 1120) and ruling a 
territory stretching from the eastern to the western ocean. It 
has been shown (vide Introduction to the Di'inakanda of the 
Krtya^Kalpataru op, ctV., p. 37) that it was only in 1118 A.D. 
that Vikramaditya’s dominions ran from sea to sea, as he 
conquered only in that year the Eastern Calukya dominions.’

Sec Introduction to the Dunakftndam of Krtya-Kalpatarii, (Gackvvad’s 
Oriental Series, XCII, 1941, ed.

Apararka’s work must 
be some years later." \\ hilc fuller than the Mifaksarii it does 
not rise to the high level of excellence attained by \’ijhanes'- 
vara's masterpiece. Not much can be made therefore from 
Varadaraja’s failure to cite ;\paraka. The explicit naming of 
Vijhaneswara by the VyavaJulnuiimaya (p. 78) must tliere- 
fore be accepted as authentic. It is supported b}- all the 
manuscripts collated, and the obligation of the VLinidardjlyu 
must be manifest therefrom, even if the many passages show¬ 
ing not only identity of views but of expression between the 
two may be explained away as both drawing from a common 
source or sources. The circumstance that both the Varada- 
rdJJya and the Smrticandrikci^ while generally agreeing with 
the views of the Mitdksanl, dissent from its views on important 
points, will indicate a period early in the history of that great 
commmentary, when its reputation had not been lirmly esta¬ 
blished. 

There are certain points which appear to indicate the 
priority of the Varadardjiya to the Smrticandrihd, and to a 
knowledge of the former being possessed by the latter. These 
may now be briefly stated. 

Firstly, there is the reference to the view of the Sam- 
grahakdni (a namt^ which would describe Varadaraja in view

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of the usual citation of his work as Smrti-Ramgraho by writers 
from Vedanta Des'ika (born c. a.D. 1268) downwards that un¬ 
equal partition is now obsolete like iiiyoga and other practices 
of the past {vide supni^ p. 49). Varadaraja ascribes the vicu 
to Prajapati (all manuscripts concur in this), while his views 
appear to be those cited and discussed .by both Devanna 
Bhatta and Madhavacarya. If this be so, Varadaraja is earlier 
than Devanna Bhatta. Prajapati to whom the s'loka is f^iven 
by Varadaraja {inf. p. 414) is a writer, who is cited in the 
Vyavahcirahdnda of Smrticandrikd t\\ enty-two times, and in 
the Vyavahdra'Mddlmvlya eighteen times, while Vyavahdra- 
nirnaya quotes him as many as fifty-seven times. It cannot 
be argued that, when the view s are stated by these tw'o writers 
as Samgrahakdra's, they wx^re unaware of its ascription to 
Prajapati. A slight confusion between the s'loka in question 
and its interpretation by Varadaraja’s smvtisamgraha must 
explain the allusion to the s’loka as Samgrahakdra's 

Secondly, tliere is Devanna Bhatta's claim that he put 
nothing in his book as his own v\ow, and that therefore 
whatever he had w’ritten might be accepted w ithout fear. It 
should be read as a counterblast to Varadaraja’s declaration 
that he had made his determination of vyavahdm-dharwa 
follow ing both smrti and reason {ynkti). 

Thirdly, there is the case of an aged father, w4io separates 
himself from his sons after partition, and lives either alone 
or becomes a vdnaprastha or sanydsin. If, in these circum¬ 
stances, either he or his sons are reduced to poverty, 
resumption of the property given to the sons may be made by 
the father, or some share in his liands may be gi\en to them 
for their supp(u*t. The authority for the rule is Harita. 
{inf. pp. -407-408). In support of the rule, a s^ruti (X'edic) 
passage, about the refilling on exhaustion of certain jars used 
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in sacrifices, is quoted. ‘‘ The father is the jar (graha) called 
dgrayaua, and the sons are the other jars. If the dgrayana is 
exhausted or is dried up, one should take Soma from the other 
jars and fill it up. Similarly, from the dgrayana if the other 
jars are emptied.’ Thus, it is explained.” 

The above is a^ translation of the passage, which is printed 
on p. 407, making the comment part of the passage of HarTla. 
This passage of HarTta is simply quoted without the Vedic 
comment by LaksmTdhara.‘ Candes'vara quotes the passage 
of Harlta also without the allusions to the jars, and adds 
comments from Halayiidha and the Pdrijdia (p. 21 of 
S. Sitarama Sastri’s Trn., 1898). The Vedic simile is not 
found even in the Vlramitrodaya ‘ (p. 437). It is also missing 
in the Madhaviya, Snirticandrika further develops the idea 
briefly stated in Vyavahdranirnaya (op, cit,, pp. 611 >612) 
and divides the passage of Harlta into two parts, making the 
V’edic simile an explanation contained in Harlta’s dictum 
itself. The manner in which the passage of HarTta is re¬ 
produced by Laksmldhara (\\ho was an acknowledged master 
of Mwidrnsa), xidihoiit this comment, which would have been 
to his heart, should justify suspicion of its forming part of 
Harlta’s text. The latter is printed, following the lead of 
Snirticandrika, combining the illustration with the earlier part 
of the quotation. It looks, however, as if Varadaraja cited 
Harlta and added the illustration, which Devanna Bhatta 
paraphrased, using almost the same words as Varadaraja. 

Fourthly, \'aradaraja develops the idea that partition of 
inheritance is advantageous because it increases Dharma, and 
particularly specifies the performance of more s'raddhas,

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domestic worship and gifts to Brahmanas. Smrticandrikd 
arrives, after tlie ftame citations, at the same conclusion, after 
setting up and demolishing an objection that partition will alone 
increase the worsliip of the domestic fire by more persons, as 
such worship is incidental to division. This is denied by 
Dcvanna Bhatla, on ground that ownership, and the 
obligation to maintain the tire already exist even before 
division (op. cit. )). 607i. The comparison of the two pass¬ 
ages shows that \'aiadaraja’s was the original, which was 
worked u}) with a parade of learning In Devanna Bhatta as an 
‘ improvement/ 

In all these cases N'aradaraja’s treatment is briefer, 
more direct, and more natural than Devanna Bhatta's, which 
is characteri/.ed l)y diffiiscness and laboured attempts at 
“ showing off” superiority by irrelevant discussions. The dif¬ 
ference suggest.s that the latter deliberately tried to excel 
the former. 

How far the resulfs fit in with the internal evidence of 
\ ’yavah d ran inuiya 


Among early writers whom Varadaraja refers to are 
Asahaya (inf. pp. 135, 230 and ~155), Vis'varupa (in/, pp. 78, 
135 and 474), Dhareswara (inf. pp. 78 and 135) and S'rlkara 
(inf. p. 135). The Saf~trims'anmatam is quoted twice (pp. 13 
and 268). Asahaya is of course the famous bhasyakdra on 
Ndradasmrti, who appears to have commented also on 
Gautama-Dhannasntra and Manusmrti. It is [)erhaps the last 
circumstance that has lead Bdlambhatflya to explain the 
expression Asahiiya-MedhCitithi-prahhrtlndm in the Mitd- 
ksard as the peerless Medhatithi/’ Burnell copied the 
V~H 
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errorJ Asahaya's lowest limit is A.D. 750 as he is quoted by 
both Vis'varupa and Medhatithi whose dates may be taken to 
be c. A.D. 825 and 850 respectively.' Dharcs'vara is Bhoja, 
\N hosc reign runs through the hrst half of the ele\'enth century 
A.D.' MM. P. V, Kane assigns S'rikara to the 9th century.' 
He would place tlie Sat tntnsuinmaiam in the period A.D. 700 
to 900.' All these are pre-Vijhanes'vara, and he is, indepen- 
dantly of the innumerable parallelisms, which might suggest 
borrowing from him by Varadaraja. named on p. 78. No work 
or writer, whose date is later than that of Vijhanes \ ara, is either 
quoted or alluded to in Vyaralulranirnaya, whose upper 
limit may therefore be safely taken us the middle of the 12th 
century A.D. 

There are a number of writers and works laid under 
contribution by Waradaraja in VyavaJulranirnayn that are 
not cited, or were unknown to his rivals. On the othca'liand, 
there are works which they use and he does not. One pro¬ 
minent omission in his digest is the Sam^rahakara,' who is 
cited in their VyavahCira sections alone by Devanna Bhatta

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and Madliavacarya, as many as 66 and 12 times respectively. 
We may ask “ Why, this omission ? We have seen that one 
of these cases of citation by Smrlcandrikd probably refers to 
Varadaraja's ow n work, which is usually referred to as his 
Smrfisam^nrha. It is suggested that the identity of names 
and tlie confusion it \\ould cause induced Varadaraja not to 
utilize the older work of the name, though it must ha\e been 
available to him also. 

When a compiler is unable to identify a stnrli passage, he 
usually saves himsell the trouble by vaguely referring to it as 
smrtyanatarc, smyliJj or ckc. The fretpiency of such citations 
is a rough index of a compiler’s lack of diligence or even 
accurate knowledge of s(»urces. In the lyava/ntnf sections of 
the MituksarCi, Smriicandrikd, Vanidarajiya and Mddhavlya 
the number of such anonymous references arc respectively 
four, one-hundr(*d>and-lifly-sevcn, ihirtj -live and forty. The 
contrast between Dewanna Hhatta and Varadaraja in this 
respect is significant. 

One of the works cited by \’aradaraja is Akiiandu- 
dars'iycr^^ (inf, p. which the other three do not cite at 

all, and which seems to iiavc been frc’cly used by later writers 
like Harlta Venkaplcarya ic.g. his Sudhlvilocana, Telugu ed. 
pp. 45, 51, vS4, 12S, IJJ. 144, 150, 155, 209 ; Das'anirnaya ed. 
Telugu, pp. 69, 72, and 125), Manuscripts bearing the name 
arc available in South Indian libraries. The presence of so 
many (juotations from it in Ilanta Wiikatacarya’s works, on 
non-iycJVijJiiini toj)ics, may suggest that in treating those 
topics, in the sections of the Vnraduriijiya now lost to us, 
larger use may have been made of this comparatively unknown 
author, w ho was [)robaI)l\' a native <4 South India, where

Udyotana is a writer who is referred to twice (iufra pp. 78 
and 455 inf,). In the first reference, Udyotana's name is coupled 
with those of Dhares'vara and Krsna “ and others ” in regard 
to the application of the test of ordeal {divya) in the absence 
of the evidence of written documents and witnesses. The 
second case is an allusion to Udyotana's inter])retation of the 
word eva in Munusnirfi, IX, 1<S5, where his view is identi¬ 
fied with that of Asalia\a. It is possible that both are ancient 
commentators on Maiiusmrti. An L'dyota is cjuoted in Jirnuta- 
vahana’s Dilyabhu^u (11, 9), bin otherwise the writer is 
unknown to the later writers. There his o{)inion is regard to 
a text of Yajiiavalkya (IK \1\) is given. If the Udyoia and 
the Udyotana arc the same, the writer may have been a 
nibandha-kiira now forgotten. xMM. V, \\ Kane's History of 
Dharmas'dslnr contains no rcfcrenci* to him. 

Another unknow n writer, w ho is fjuoted bv Varadaraja, 
is Agnimilra (inf. p. K^OK It is a verse containing the dictum 
that if land has been enjoyed by three generations, in accord¬ 
ance with law' iyathd-vidhi], even though there may be no 
w'rittcn document proving proprietorsliip, the fourth generation 
will have unquestioned ownership of the property. We know 
of no smrfi writer namr‘d Agnirnitra. Ksirasvamin in his com¬ 
mentary on the Aniarakos'a (II, viii, 2) inter^irets Agnirnitra as 
S'udraka. (S'udrakasivd^niinitro fhlJusydl S'dtavdhanah). 
In S^aknntald (VI, 155) Dusyanta declares himself the pro¬ 
tector of those who who have no kindred to protect them, 
after deciding that the property of a dead merchant belonged 
to the child in his widow's womb.' Can this dictum of

A work bearing the title of Dandaprakarana seems to be 
cited on p. 208 for a half-verse, but the s'loka occurs in Ydjua- 
valdya-smrti (II, 159) and tlic word danda-praluirana is 
therefore only the heading of the section in that authority. 

Dharnui-dwna is another work from wliich some verses 
arc cited on p. 555 in the chapter on Sambhilya-samutthdnanu 
This is very probably an allusion to a DJiannas'dstni attri- 
bvitcd to the hero Drona, bearing tlie name of Rutiiakaniti- 
dikd. A very old manuscript of it, containing about 2500 
s'lokas, was found by the late MM. Ilaraprasada Sastri in the 
Darbar Library at Khatmandii in Nepal.' The manuscript 
gives the date of its fnniscnpium as S'amvat 1189 (c. A.l;. 
1152) and the Mahamahopadyaya described it asthe most 
ancient manuscript on modern nniyti " and as “ the oldest 
manuscript dated in a non-Nepalese era and in a non-Ncpalcse 
character found in this collection.*' The work is not known 
to other nibandJutkuras and is as iinirjue as is its citation 
by Varadardjlya, A transcript, contemporary with Vijha- 
nes'vara and Laksmldhara, pre-siipposes an orinhaJ far older. 

A work on Dhurnias^istni, bearing the descriptive title of 
Pancadhydyl, is citc'd twice, once for introducing a cjuotation 

A nit rr.liant, w ho had amasseti 
money in foreign irade and had married many A\r. o.s. died m a slnp wreck with 
out offspring.

Mysore, p. 135) which gives Varadaraja’s 
reading. He is obviously the source of the quotations in the 
two later works. The solitary example of giving his source 
of a s'loka ascribed to a well-known sinrti, only confirms the 
argument on |). 52 supra, about an alleged citation of Brhas- 
pati from the Candrikd.^ 

The citation of Svdyumbhiivdgaina {inf. j:>. 14) and the 
Vaiklidnasa Atreya-samhitd (pp. 195 and 210) shows Varada- 
raja's familiarit}' witli a branch of literature special to S'rl- 
vaisnavas." The first quotation merely gives a Vaisnava 
classification of six samayas or religious cults, of which the 
Pdneardira is one. The second quotes the weights and mea¬ 
sures, which were apparently standardized for Visnu temples. 
They lend support to the conclusion that Varadaraja. was a 
S'rl vaisnava. 

The work of a writer named Krsna, who was apparently 
a nibandhakdra, is quoted twice {inf. pp. 7(S and 278). The 
first classes him with Dhares'vara and Udyotana about the

Who this writer is we do not 
know. He is none of those in the comprehensive list of 
writers on Dharmas'dstra compiled by MM. P. V. Kane. In 
Vedanta PdnccrnVta-raksif a Krsna or vS'rT-Krsna- 

munih is quoted thrice.' He gives rules for dhuiha and is 
supported by S'dndilyasmrti. It is apparent that he wrote 
on Dharmasulslru. If Varadaraja's Krsna is identical with 
Vedanta Des'ika’s Krsna-muni, the form in v\ hich Varadjiraja 
refers to him may suggest his being a contemporary, who had 
not yet become a sanydsin. 

Certain verses summari;'ing ordeals are assigned to Punnh 
edryah on pp. 210-212. They are described as samgrahci’ 
s'lokdh and are not among tho.se quoted in otlier digests 
from the old Siurfi-samgraJici, The same ‘"teachers” are 
apparently referred to on p. 21b as dcCiryLlh in regard to the 
effects to be observed on the persons subjected to ordeals. 
The use of the plural might merely be honorijic, and in that 
case the allusion will be to X'aradaraja's ow n teacher. If, as 
is suggested later on, \'aradaraja, the author of Vyavahdra' 
nirnaya, is the same as Varadaraja the author of MhndmsLh 
NayaxuvekadJpikd, the reference to dearyds will then be to his 
own teacher, whose name was Sudars'crmlcdryiTy and w ho is

There are two allusions to a writer named Brahmavit-pra- 
vara, “ the best of ascetics (/;//. pp. 253 and 270). An ascetic 
is termed BrahmavU as he “ knows God.” The knowledge 
of God is Vipuina, Brahmavit-pravara can therefore be 
taken as a periphrastic allusion to Vijnancswara. In the first 
allusion, the reference is to an interpretation of Yajhavalkya 
(II, 43) on the exaction of labour from an insolvent debtor 
other than a Brahmana, w ho alone should be allow ed, w hen 
he could afford it, to pay back the debt little by little. The 
Mitfiksard interprets the significance of the mention of the 
Brahmana to be that the relation of a higher and lower caste 
is involved in the rule. Accordingly, a Ksatriya owing money 
to a Vaisya creditor, if insolvent, should not be subjected to 
manual labour but liave the Brahmana privilege of repayment 
by instalments. Varadaraja’s indication of the view' of 
Brahmavit-pravara is identical wuth the view* expressed more 
fully in the Mitdksarch In the second allusion, the reference 
is to Brahmavit'pravara's view that Katyayana's rule that 
if a deposit it lost through negligence of the trustee, the 
full value should be made good to the depositor, and if the 
loss is due to inadvertence (ajiidna) a little less than the full 
value should be recovered, implies that the deduction in the 
second case of repayment of value is a fourth (cattirthdms^am). 
This is just the view' of Vijnanes'vara (vide footnotes on the 
pages concerned). This form of referring to Vijnanes'vara by 
Varadaraja (who seems from the available evidence to have

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been a S'rivaisnava) is evidence of his rising above sectarian 
prejudice. 


Vanidardja and Bhavasvdmin 

In 1929 an edition of Narada bearing the title of Ndradlya- 
Mamisamhitci was published in the Travancore Sanskrit Series, 
with a commentary by Bhavasvamin. The work is not noticed, 
nor is the commentator by MM. l\ V'. Kane in his monu* 
mental History of Dhannasuistra, Vol. 1 (19.U)). This text of 
Narada difl'crs materially from other known versions of the 
smrti. The commentary makes no reference to the views of 
well-known digests, and rarely mentions opposing views, as is 
their practice. Its editor, Pandit Sambasiva Sastri on a mere 
identity of names placed Bhavasvamin in the 16th century, on 
the ground that he was the Bhavasvamin, w ho w as tlic grand¬ 
father of Rajacudamani Diksita. The Vtmrrfciny/ya-shows 
that this view’ is untenable and that Bhavasvamin is an old 
writer. For, there are many passages in Vyavahetranirnaya ‘ 
which are identical in word or in sense with Bliavasvamin’s 
comments. It is unlikely that they were transcribed from the 
digest by the bJidsya. It must be the other way round. In a 
manuscript of Bahvrca-smdrta-prdyasrcitta collected by the 
Curator of the Travancore Sanskrit Manuscripts Department, 
Bhavasvamin is grouped with ancient commentators on the 
Kalpasiltra, Mahadeva Vajapeyin in a MS. dated A.D. 1020 
mentions a Bliavasvamin as an authority. If this be the 
commentator, he can not be put later than c. 900 A.D. (Laksh- 
mana Sarup, Appendices to the Nirukta, 1929, p. 7). In 
any case, he must be earlier than Varadaraja, and {hit form of

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his commentary suggests composition in an epoch before the 
great digests. It is to be noted that no other digest seems to 
have made as much use of Bhavasvamin as Varadaraja’s but 
the matter requires further scrutiny of all the explanations of 
Narada verses in the commentaries and digests in the light of 
Bhavasvamin’s commentary. 

Identity of Varadaraja 

We have to look among the many authors with this 
name for the writer who composed not only a large 
digest of which only one section, viz, Vyavahdra-nirnaya, 
has so far come to light, but other lost works also within 
the time limits indicated by our investigation, viz, A.D., 
1150 to 1250. We have also to look for one from South 
India, and a S'rivaisriava. Among them we must seek 
one with an obvious mastery of Nydya and Mlntdmsaf of 
which we have many proofs in the work. See for example, 
the discussion on dravya-parimdm, pp. 193-212 and p. 459 ff. 
on the disabilities of women. The latter is important, as the 
interpretation of nirindriya as applied to women in Manmmrti 
(IX, 18) by Varadaraja is original, and was not anticipated by 
any previous writer. Even Medhatithi (ed. Jha, II, p. 246) 
takes indriya to be vlrya, dhairya-prajnd-balddi, and the inter¬ 
pretation is accepted by Buchler, w ho translated nirindriya 
as “ destitute of strength.” Kulluka makes this comment: 
“ indriyam ” pramdnam ; dharma-prarndna-sruii-sfnrti-rahi- 
tatvdnna dharmajndh. Nandana follows Medhatithi. In 
commenting on Baudhayana’s Dharmasutra, II, iii. 47 ^ 
Govindasvamin writes: ‘ Nirindriya hyaddydda s'ca ’ iti srutih 
(“ nirindriyah ” nirgatarasah). Smrticandrika accepts the 
sense of ‘ powerlcssness ’ for nirindriya. Sarasvativildsa 
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interprets indriya as vlrya (seed). By taking the s'ruti passage 
in which the word occurs as declaring the incompetence of 
women to inherit Dcvanna Bhatta is faced by difficulties in 
justifying against sruti the rights of the widow, daughter and 
mother ; and he tries to get over the obstacle by describing 
the s'ruti as exaggeratory and as not over-riding the rights of 
the patnl and the like, whose competence to inherit is ex- 
pressly provided for. V^aradaraja, from his knowledge of 
Mimamsa and Vedic exegesis, cuts the Gordian knot, and 
Madhavacarya copies him. 

Among the twenty and odd Varadarajas named by 
Aufrecht‘ some are ruled out by the above considerations. 
Varadaraja, the author ol Laghu-Kaumudi is ruled onihyhis 
late date (after Bhattoji DIksita) as well as by his father’s name 
Durgatanayah. There is the Ktisumanjaluhodhinl a Nyaya 
commentary on Udayana’s Kitsiimdnjalin by a Varadaraja-misra 
the son of Ramadeva-misTa. He is ruled out by being a North 
Indian, besides not satisfying the other requisites of the author 
of the Vyavahdranirnaya^^ He is identified by MM. Pandit 
Gopinath Kaviraj with \\\e uu\\\or o\ Tdrki1iaraksd '\ Jnana- 
purna, author of Laghii’dlpikd (whom Pandit Gopinath Kaviraj 
assigns to the 13th century) refers to the author of 
raksd as having lived long ago (/>i#nT).'‘ There remain only 
Varadaraja, author of Nyilyadlpika, and Varadaraja, son of 
Rangaraja, grandson of Devaraja, and pupil of Sudars'anacarya. 
He is the author of the Mlmdmsci-Nayaviveka-dipikd, a com¬ 
mentary on Rhavanatha’s NayavivekOy an exposition of some

In a mansucript of this work (Or. MSS. Lib. No. R. 5301) 
it is stated that the ancestors of this Varadaraja lived on the 
banks of the Ve^avail, the river, which runs through Visnii- 
Kanci. The great-grandfather of this Varadaraja is named as 
Pranatarthihara of the Kidambi family of the Atreya-gotra. The 
founder of the greatness of this Kidambi family was a direct 
disciple of Ramanuja, whose name is also Pranatarthihara, 
and who is known in S'tivaisnava history by his popular name 
of Kidamabi Accan. The Kidambi family lived at Kanci. It 
is not open to doubt that the two Pranatarthiharas are one 
and the same, and that Varadaraja, the author of the com¬ 
mentary on Bliavanatha’s Nayaviveha was fourth in descent 
from Kidambi Accan, the disciple of Ramanuja, who was older 
(in view of the great age to which he lived)" than many of his 
sn^yas. A hundred }'ears may be taken as a reasonable interval 
between Ramanuja’s disciple and his great-grandson V^arada- 
raja. This will place the latter at the beginning of the first 
quarter of the thirteenth century. Varadaraja, the commen¬ 
tator on Bhavanatha’s Nayaviveka, describes his teacher as a 
great Vedantin, an expert in the Veda and the Upanisads, 
The description may suit Sudars'anacarvn, the author of the 
ffnitaprakas'ikd commentary on Ramanuja's S'rl-Bhdsya, who 
is not ruled out because he was a very much older contempo¬ 
rary of Vedanta Des'ika (b. 1268 a.d.) 

Only the first pdda of the first chapter of Mlmdmsd- 
Nayaviveka-dipilid has been printed. In the first pdda of the 
sixth chapter, which is now available only in manuscript,

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occurs a passage, which, in spirit and word, is close to a similar 
passage in the VyavaMranintaya, The point under consider¬ 
ation is the distinction between proprietary right and inde¬ 
pendence of action. It is illustrated in the Dlpikd by a com¬ 
ment on an interpretation by S'abara-svamin of a text of 
Jaimini (VI, i, 6). The author affirms that, in as much as on 
the authority of the Veda {srnfibaldf) women are empowered 
to perform ceremonies, the swrti passages which seem to 
deny women rights of property should be construed not as 
denying rights of property but only rights of independent 
performance of sacrificial ceremonies. In Vyavahdramrnaya, 
Varadaraja construes texts to show that the inability of sons 
to divide the ancestral property, when the father is alive and 
not at fault (Devala) does not carry the implication of any 
denial of existing rights in property but only denial of the 
right of independent action ; for, if property arises only after 
division, an only son, who steps into the father’s property, would 
not appear to acquire proprietary right. The authority, line 
of argument and the expressions, which are terse, agree so 
closely as to suggest a common authorship of both passages. 

Though the Vyavahdranirnaya does not cite Bhavanatha, 
the original of the Dlpikd, its having him in mind is reflected in 
the more explicit use made of Bhavanatha by Smrticandrikd, 
which often seems to aim at going one better than the Vyava¬ 
hdranirnaya. Some unnecessary reflections in Smrticandrikd 
appear to owe their presence only to this desire. An instance 
may be mentioned. Smrticandrikd explains (in omitting any 
treatment of the ordeals by water and poison,) that two ordeals 
are not considered by it as they had gone out of use.* Varada¬ 
raja, who belonged to the same area and was not far

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removed from Devanna Rhatta in point of time, describes both 
ordeals in detail. Writing three centuries later, Pratapa 
Rudra justified his own treatment of both the omitted ordeals 
on the ground that in his own kingdom of Utkala the ordeal 
by water was still practised and the ordeal by poison was 
known to be in use in Magadha and in the S'urasena country. 
The remark of Devanna Bhatta is obviously aimed against a 
writer who had described rules as still in force that had 
become obsolete. Varadaraja, by his full treatment of the two 
omitted ordeals, appears to be the person girded at. 

The Dlfyiliii is a Mimamsa work by an author who is well 
versed in wirti ; while the Vyavaharanirnaya is a amrti work 
by a Mimamsaka. A common authorship will explain inter¬ 
dependence of matter, parallelisms in expression, identity of 
views and omission to cite the sources of the argument. The 
line of reasoning in the Dlpikct is special to the Vyavahara- 
nirnaya. It is not taken by its rivals. In the Dlpikd, 
Varadaraja lays claim to a mastery of Mimamsa, Vyakarana 
Vaidya and Jyotisa. The first three arc evident in Vyavahdra- 
nirnaya^ while naturally scope for the display of knowledge 
of astrology can be expected only in x\ox\-vyavahdra sections 
of the Varadardjiya, which were undoubtedly composed but 
have now gone out of view. 

South Indian works labour under a disability by being 
written and preserved in scripts, which though very convenient

The medical knowledge is evident in the elaborate treatment of the 
fourteen kinds of impotence in men fpp. 378-383 infra) and sexual and other 
defects of women, as well as his indication of the marks of manliness (p 378 
and pp. 382-3). 
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for use with palm leaf, are (unknown outside South 
India. They do not have the all-India reach that Nagari manu¬ 
scripts have. Works w hich arc not widely dispersed run a risk 
of loss which is very real, when the materials for their pre¬ 
servation are so susceptible to decay and the ravages of 
insects as palm-leaf. We do not now possess even a minute 
fraction of the rich literature which was the contribution of 
South Indian scholars in so many fields. This will be evident 
to any reader of a compendium which draw's upon authorities 
now^ totally lost. The disappearance of the other writings of 
Varadaraja may be thus explained naturally without any 
attribution of the loss to sectarian animus. Wholesale absorp¬ 
tion by later writers of the matter of earlier writings is a 
familiar phenomenon. Varadaraja’s works should have suffered 
an eclipse, undeserved though it be, as much from their 
utiliiration very thoroughly by w riters like Harita Venkatacarya, 
as from the prestige and influence which digests composed by 
or under the patronage of powerful kings, like the Madhavlya 
and the Sarasvatrvildsa, enjoyed during the days of Vija- 
yanagar supremacy. With increasing indifference to Dharma- 
s'astra literature, and especially its Vyavahara content, in an 
area coming rapidly under alien rule, the value of nibandha 
manuscripts and the inducements for their preservation and 
multiplication diminished, from the eighteenth century on¬ 
wards. When tile British Courts undertook to administer 
Hindu Law in accordance with indigenous works of authority, 
the digest of Varadaraja lost a chance of coming to its own 
by an erroneous idea of its modernity, as compared to its 
rivals. The growing neglect is reflected in an increasing 
corruption of manuscripts of Vycfvahinanimaya, and careless¬ 
ness in preserving a correct text of it. This has made the 
work of editing it difficult, and necessitated recourse to the 
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use of a large number of manuscripts gathered from different 
areas of the region in which it was formerly very well-known, 
and was widely used. It has been found that manuscripts of 
it, w'hich were known to have existed in private libraries fifty 
years ago, have now perished. The only hope of salvage 
and survival is publication, which alone can save a work of 
wide and discriminating learning and acuteness, of consider¬ 
able antiquity, that once enjoyed wide and well-merited 
popularity and inlluence, like Varadaraja’s treatise on vya- 
valuira. Hindu Law as administered by British Courts, and 
even the judiciary of Indian states, has drifted more and more 
from its old moorings, and the immense mass of judicial deci¬ 
sions has smothered the old law as developed by generations 
of gifted Hindu legists. Tlieir works have now only a histori¬ 
cal value. Vested rights have accrued and can not be dis¬ 
turbed, though their roots may be traced to bad decisions. 
Hindu law is fast coming within the ambit of the reformer 
and the enthusiast for social amelioration by legislation. The 
loss of ulilty may not however, be an evil to our smrti and 
nibandha literature, as they can now be studied for their owm 
sake, in an atmosphere of scholarly calm, by persons free 
from prejudice and self-interest. The insight gained by such 
study of the cementing force of legal institutions which kept 
society from disintegration in ages of invasion, wars, alien 
rule, and the agressive impact of hostile cultures, will itself 
be no inconsiderable gain to the cause of truth.

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SYNOPSIS OF VYAVAHAKANIRNAYA 


Introduction: General Features 

Vyavahdranirnaya aims at being a compendious code for 
study and practice. It is not for beginners or for those not 
trained in the technique of legal literature. Its brevity is 
intentional. An indication is enough for those who know. 
The texts, being the ultimate source of authority, are cited in 
logical order leading to the climax of a decision. Differences 
of view are rarely obtruded, cxce|>t where they have become 
classical (see pages 78 and 135). There is no attempt at 
parade of learning. 

Both procedure and substantive lass are dealt with, as is 
necessary in a compendium. Under law proper both the law of 
crimes and civil law are dealt with. As many as 220 out of 
the 522 pages, forming the text of hn\ proper, are devoted to 
vyavahdramdirM or procedure, including the law of evidence. 
The unusual fulness of the treatment of procedure was proba¬ 
bly intended to meet the needs of an epoch in which there 
were many small states, the rulers of which needed to be 
instructed in their duties in the constitution of courts of 
justice and adjudication. The great kingdoms of the Dakhan 
and South India ^^ere already tottering to their fall by 
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c. A.D. 1200, and petty rulers like the Reddy chiefs were spring¬ 
ing up and claiming independence. The steam roller of the 
invasion of Ala-ud-din and Malik Kafur destroyed the vestiges 
of the remaining political supremacies and paved the way for 
the growth of a united Hindu kingdom in Vijayanagara which 
could rally to its standards all Hindus, unite them in a 
common front and prove the bulwark of Hinduism against 
the fierce onslaughts of Muslims inspired by religious frenzy 
as well as lust for plunder. Varadaraja suited his treatment 
to the needs of his times. 

In the treatment of personal law', Varadaraja is relatively 
brief in such matters as liability for debt, partition and inheri¬ 
tance. The former needed a strong rule to enforce obligations, 
and the implementing of Ddyahha^a lay on village and com¬ 
munal organizations even more than on the state. 

The procedure in criminal and civil cases is not distin¬ 
guished. It will not be in small states. The space assigned 
to criminal law^ is not large. Sahaau is widened to bring 
under it both misdemeanours and felonies. A w ide discretion, 
and a correspondingly heavy responsibility, are vested in judges. 
The court can deal w ith any kind of crime in the manner 
best suited to it. Doubtless considerations of the character 
of the offender and his antecedents, both personal and com¬ 
munal, governed the sentence. 

The law of evidence is lucid and carefully modelled to 
save the interests of justice and avoid hasty judgment. The 
permission of ordeals is evidence of an age of faith in divine 
intervention to protect the oppressed and to safeguard justice. 
While ordeals (divine proof) arc allowed, they are hemmed in 
by many ceremonies and rules, w hose scrupulous enforcement 
would largely reduce their application, and impress those on 
w'hom they are imposed with a fear of unseen agencies at 
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work to discover truth and punish falsehood. A capricious 
and liberal resort to ordeals is protected against. Considerable 
psychological insight is reflected in the law of evidence and 
the hints for its evaluation. A trial, under the rules of a 
Hindu code, will hardly suffer in a comparison with present- 
day trials, while it marks a tremendous advance upon trials 
even in England upto the 19th century. 

The Need for Adjudication 

Courts become necessary and magistrates are wanted 
only when offences arc committed and injustice is attempted. 
Varadaraja prefaces his work with Narada’s account of the 
ideal state in Manu-Prajapati’s age, when men were all 
righteous and truthful, envy and hatred were non-existent, 
and there was no litigation or trial (p. 1). The decay of 
Dharma brought in VyavahCira. The king was created for 
promulgating justice and upholding it [p, 2). 

Men being what they are, a political condition is natural 
and necessary and a king is essential. The roots of Society 
are in the king (p. 524). The four orders are maintained because 
there is a head to the state. Where the king exists there exists 
Dharma, and unrighteous practices {duracCira) can not spring 
up. Kings reflect the qualities of five gods, whose manifesta¬ 
tion they are (p. 525), The king’s anger, just or unjust, burns 
up the subject; like Indra he conquers by his might, like 
Soma he gladdens the hearts of his subjects : by impartial 
adjudication of cases and the award of just penalties he 
is Vaivasvata, and like Kubera he enriches the destitute as 
well as the deserving (p. 525). Regal duty is comprehen¬ 
sively stated as pdlana (protection) and it should be dis¬ 
charged only in ways bla;ced by the s'astras (p. 524). Within 
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this limit to his power, the king declares (not mahcs) law 
(Dharma), and he who transgresses the commands so issued 
by the king is a miserable sinner worthy of punishment 
(p. 524). The king should unhesitatingly punish all infringe¬ 
ments of Dharma and actions contrary to the s'astras: No 
offender is outside the penal jurisdiction of the king be it 
his father, preceptor, friend, mother, wife, sons or priest 
(p. 527). Punishing those who merit punishment is the real 
sacrifice (kratii) for the king. Punishment (Danda) like 
kingship is of divine creation (p. 526). A king’s duty is four¬ 
fold ; protection of his subjects, deference to the wise and 
the aged, declaration of law and decision of suits, and self¬ 
protection. A criminal may escape the punishment that a 
king can impose but he will not escape the punishment of 
Yama after death (p. 526). Infamy (ayas'cts) and perdition 
(naraka) are the lot of the king who fails in his duty to 
punish those who should be punished or who punishes those 
who are not guilty. If an unjust decision is found to have 
been pronounced, the king seeks expiation by a night’s star¬ 
vation, the king’s priest (and conscience-keeper) by three 
days starvation (p. 527). A king should not try to make 
a revenue out of adjudication. P'incs recovered from offenders 
should be thrown into water for Varuna (p. 532). He should 
make over to the Brahman the confiscated wealth of the person 
outcasted (p. 532). The value of stolen property that is not 
recovered should be made good by the king (p, 532). He 
has no rights in treasure trove (p. 533). The temptation 
is great to lay heavy fines on offenders, if thereby the fisc 
can profit. It is this that is guarded against in the Hindu 
state. Confiscation has its limits; even a king can not de¬ 
prive a workman of his tools, a soldier of his weapons, the 
husbandman of his seed-grain, a woman of her dress and 
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ornaments and religious men of the means of their religious 
duties (p. 524). The king is under, not above the law. 

The King and Justice 

The king is the fountain, not of Dharma, but of justice 
which is the expression of Dharma. He is cnjoine?d to sit 
and decide cases or to do so by deputy, but the ultimate 
responsibility for the decision, both legal and moral, lies only 
on him. A chief judge {pradvivdka) ordinarily presides over 
the court of justice, in the presence of the king or in his 
absence, but the decree of the court must go under the royal 
seal. Besides the trained judge, a tribunal has the help of 
assessors (sabhya), who should give fair opinions. Their 
number should not fall below three. The court should sit 
daily in public from a muhnrta after sunrise to mid-day. 
The court is provided with an accountant {Ganaka), a court- 
clerk (Lckhakci), well-versed in languages, process servers 
and guards. The Bench Clerk has also to be interpreter and 
expert in writings. 


Constiiuiion of Courts 

Wlien a royal citadel or capital lias been formed, the 
first duty of the king is to establish within it a court hall 
(p. 5), The assessor is to judge only of fact, but he must 
have sulficicnt virtue and knowledge of law to help as amicus 
curiae (p. 7). The court of justice {sahhd) is of four kinds. 
The Supreme Court is Sdstritay the stationary subordinate 
courts of cities and townships are Pratisthifdh, itinerant coui ts 
are Caldh and the Court which is presided over by a nomiiuic 
of the king and is furnished with the royal seal is Miuirita. 
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Courts in the order of power are of four grades : clan (kula) 
courts, guild tribunals {s'reni)^ local courts (gana) and the 
king’s courts, each having jurisdiction over the one preceding. 

Assessors must be qualified not only generally by 
knowledge and training as well as by known probity, but 
special assessors, suited to the nature and intricacy of the 
subject matter in dispute, are provided for. This is because 
usage, when clear and well-established, must be enforced, 
be it family custom, or that of caste, family, profession or 
country. Even criminal tribes must be governed by their own 
innocent custom (p. 11). The idea of having merchants as 
assessors in trade disputes, soldiers in disputes involving 
knowledge of martial routine, and wild tribes in matters 
governed by tribal usage, is to combine the judgment of the 
expert and the trial by one's peers. Religious fraternities, 
including those opposed to Brahmanism, must have their 
affairs decided by those conversant with their creeds and 
practices (p. 14). Tlie idea that only those who have inti¬ 
mate local or personal knowledge of a special kind are 
competent to assist in adjudication of affairs requiring such 
knowledge is emphasized over and over again (pp. 14-18). 
A custom is not to be rejected or derided because it is abhor¬ 
rent to you. Dislike and like are cultivated and inherited 
(p. 16). When the assessors transgress, in their verdicts, 
reason and s'astra, then Dharma is overcome by A-Dhanna 
(p. 17). The assessors should not overlook (nopekseran) the 
action of the king if he is bent upon an unrighteous decision 
(p. 18). Silence when he should speak out in the interests 
of justice, is falsehood in a sabhya (p. 19). Unjust sahhyas 
should be banished (p. 21). The sanctions for corrupt opinions 
are as severe as the rewards promised for just decisions are 
high and alluring. 
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The king, who is diligent in enforcing Dharma and 
who wields justly the rod (Danda) is doing a yajha in this 
world which will assure him an endless life in Paradise 
(p. 533). The highest goal is that of the king who eschewing 
evil decides suits in accordance with the principles laid 
down in S^dstra (p. 534). Appropriately Varadaraja’s treatise 
ends with this combined adjuration and benediction. 

Part I Procedure and Evidence 
hidictmcui (pp. 1-36) 

The suit begins when the aggrieved party brings to the 
court his first information. The plaintiff or complainant is 
termed Vddin^ Artliin, Abhiyokta or Avedayitu, Certain 
persons arc disqualified to be plaintiffs; outlaws and 
madmen. The oral information is brought on record as first 
information by an officer of the Court (p. 22). This is 
followed by a preliminary examination of the plaintiff (p. 28),’ 
and in some cases the dismissal of the complaint in limine 
(p. 25). Process then issues for summoning (Ahvdnu) the 
defendant through the messenger of the court (Dfita), and the 
plaintiff pays him batta {vetanaYAor the period for which he is 
employed in the service. When the defendant (Prativadin, 
Pratyarthin, Abhiynkta) appears in response to the summons, 
the plaint, after necessary amendments, is put into a proper 
form. The statement of the case in the plaint should be 
faultless, y.e., it should be full and complete, assertive, state 
the grounds of the claim in law and in fact without prolixity, 
and explain laches if any. (Cf. C/xv7 Procedure Code, 1908, 
Order VII). If the defendant does not appear on summons 
or is guilty of any other misconduct, he may be restrained by 
’ Cf. Civil Procedure Code, 1908, Order X, rule 
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an injunction (asedha) from moving from a particular place, 
or for a particular period of time, or to a particular place or 
in a particular course of action (p. 30). Over and above the 
injunction, the court may issue an order of attachment of the 
movable and immovable property of the delinquent (p. 31). 
If the injunction or order of restraint is obtained by falsehood, 
there is the penalty of a fine (p. 32). Persons in some situa¬ 
tions are exempt from such orders; c.g, husbandmen when 
cultivation is about to begin, minors, one under a vow 
{vnitD, the distressed, a newly conJined woman and a virgin 
of high caste (p. 33). A plaintiff under incapacity may be re¬ 
presented by a next friend (p. 34). After the parties appear, 
bonds of sureties are taken for their regular appearance in the 
course of the action (p. 35). 

Scene of IJtigation (pp. 36-80) 

The trial officially begins when the defendant enters his 
appearance and proceeds to answer the claim. Time to state 
his defence may be given for sufficient cause. In exceptional 
castts, and in criminal cases, the trial takes place without 
delay (p. 41). Like the plaint, the written statement of the 
defendant must be brief, precise, to the point and cover the 
entire ground (p. 46, p. 57), (Cf. Civil Procedure Code, Order 
VIII). Pleas of denial are of four kinds: denial as false, 
confession, confession and avoidance, (including discharge) 
and a prior judgment {res judicata), (p. 49). On the plead¬ 
ings the judge determines the burden of proof for the 
trial (p. 55). A penalty is provided for false claims and 
false pleas (p. 66). There can be a compromise out of court; 
and when the evidence is inconclusive, or when law conflicts 
with equity it is the duty of the Court, as far as possible, to 
arrange a settlement (p. 63). 
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If a compromise is not effected, the action proceeds to 
a trial (kriya). The cause is determined on evidence, human 
or divine. Witnesses, documents and inferences come 
under the first categorx’, while ordeals arc divine evidence 
(Daivij) (p. 7J). 


Human Evidence (pp. 80-139) 

Documents are of two sorts: Rdjaklya (royal) and 
Janapada (popular). The former is called S'cmnia and the 
latter Ciraka (p. 82). The former bears the royal seal and 
the latter is drawn u[) by the village accountant. A debt- 
bond carrying interest is called Udddmapatra (pp. 83-85). 
A court decree, signed by the judge, is called Jayapatra, and 
an award by arbitrators Pniilapafnt (p. 85). In some cases 
such as relate to immovable property, Katyayana had 
ordained writing to be compulsory, but Varadaraja explains 
that Katyayana meant only to indicate tlie superiorit}'' of 
written records and did not mean to exclude otlier kinds of 
evidence. In the case of lost, old or illegible documents a 
copy can be filed (p. 88). Where there is a doubt of the 
authorship of a document, a compKirison can be made with 
other admitted writings of the presumed author, for deter¬ 
mining the authenticity of the document (}). 90). A pre- 
sumj^tion of genuineness arises generally in the case of 
documents twenty years old (p. 91). It may be noted in 
passing that under the Indian Evidence Act the period is 
thirty years, and documents thirty years old are termed 
“ ancient documents.” Clever men are ^said to make forged 
documents that are as similar as refiections in a mirror to the 
originals (p. 91). Brhaspiati has some useful hints for the 
detection of forged documents (p, 93). Like forged documents, 
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documents which are executed by idiots, the dumb, the blind, 
the ignorant, and those suffering from paroxysms of anger or 
fear or disease or who are under duress {asvatantra) are 
invalid (p. 92). 

Certain persons are incompetent to give evidence or are 
disqualified (pp. 97-105). The types of persons whose testi¬ 
mony ma}’ generally be held satisfactory and those that can 
not are specified in detail. Witnesses must give their evidence 
in person, but if their evidence cannot be procured without 
inconvenience, the statements made by them in the presence 
of a learned person and attested by him may be admitted in 
evidence (p. |102). Not less than three witnesses are deemed 
necessary, but one will do if the parties agree. In criminal 
trials nothing is deemed a disqualification for witnesses 
(p. 111). Witnesses are first to be exhorted by the judge to 
speak truthfully on pain of divine displeasure and consignment 
to Hell, and they are then examined in the presence of the 
parties. The defendant can expose their faults (p. 112). Much 
attention is given to the observation of the demeanour of the 
witnesses, and the description of the false witness given by 
Narada and Yajiiavalkya {p. 70) is instructive and even enter¬ 
taining. The description shows much psychological insight. 
Condign punishment is provided for perjury. The belief 
in divine agencies at work in dealing with perjurers is 
reflected in the belief that a witness who suffers loss, 
pain or bereavement within a short time of his giving 
evidence should be deemed a perjurer and he liable to a fine 
(p. 115). 

The third kind of evidence is inference {anwndna), It 
is drawn from circumstances. One such circumstance is pos¬ 
session with enjoyment. In the case of representative posses¬ 
sion tacking is recognised (pp. 110-119). A general warning

is given to judges that a cause must not be judged on mere 
precepts of law, and that the determination should be guided 
by common-sense and equity, as otherwise justice will fail. 
This is specially so in cases in which proper evidence or 
authority is not readily available. 

Divine Proof (Divya) (pp. 140-217) 

Faith in ordeals is based on the belief that the Divine 
Will when properly invoked interposes in human affairs to 
expose falsehood and crime. The success of the test largely 
depended on the psychological reaction of the person sub¬ 
jected to this method of proof. To this end, the formalities 
in regard to the place where the test is to be applied, the time 
of application and the manner of application are so elaborated 
as to make such a reaction probable. Ordeals are of nine 
kinds, lire, water, balance, hot metal, poison etc. (p. 140). 
Every ordeal is not to be made available to every person. 
Women, children and diseased persons are exempted from the 
more arduous tests (Pitamaha on p. 145). 

Humanity dictates that the application of particular 
ordeals in seasons which are bad, or to persons unable to 
stand them should be interdicted. The smrtis are dix ided in 
their view of the compulsory nature of ordeals, but the general 
trend of digests, to which Varadaraja conforms, is not to over¬ 
look the possibility of error in this method of proof and to 
limit its use as far as possible. Devanna Bhatta rejected the 
ordeals by water and poison on the ground that they were 
obsolete. Varadaraja’s comprehensive treatment of the method 
of divine proof, while stating the limitations under which 
it should be applied, might show the persistence of the 
institution. 
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Weights and Measures 

This chapter claims to be the individual contribution of 
Varadaraja. With it closes the section on Procedure, forming; 
the first part of the digest. 

Part II Topics of Litioation 

The classical enumeration of the topics of litigation is 
eighteen (p. 45) and V'aradaraja adopts it, As the number is 
exhaustive, all topics are brought within the eighteen. 

Loans (Rna) 

Loans may be secured or unsecured, bear interest or be 
without it. In some instances, even in the absence of a. 
contract to pay interest, it will be decreed, either on demand 
or on the lapse of time, when the liability to repa}' is presumed. 
Interest may be in money or in kind and the rates may vary 
(pp. 221-231). A just rate is indicated (p. 222). Compound 
interest {cakravrddhi) is admissible. There are four or Inc 
or six kinds of interest (p. 225). In pledges and mortgages, 
the creditor in possession is responsible for the safety of the 
mortgaged property. Kules are given for determining priority 
among rival claims. If the security is lost or diminishes in 
value, the debtor must furnish fresh security (pp. 232-238). 
The rule of “ damditpaf ” (discharge of debt by double pay¬ 
ment) is general in debts. Provision is made for sureties 
(p. 247). The renewal of debts from time to time by the 
addition of accruing interest is allowed (p. 254). If the 
debtor is unable to pay, his property may be attached and 
realized for the payment of the debt (p. 254). In a clear and 
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succinct statement the Hindu Law of liability for debt is 
summarized (pp. 237-264), 

Bailment or Deposit (Niksepa) 

The mutual obligations of the bailor and the bailee arc 
described and compensation is provided for denial of the 
deposit (pp. 265-272). A deposit lost through acts of God or 
of the State does not subject the holder to liability for its 
return (p. 270). Where a deposit made in secret is denied, 
and a dispute arises thereon, recourse to divine proof is 
indicated (p. 272). 

Sale uitfwtif Ownership (p[). 273-278) 

iVlanii treats snle without ownership as thelt (p. 274). A 
secret sale will increase the presumption of its guilt (p. 274). 
The seller of real property who does not give possession to the 
purchaser will become liable for punishment as a thief (p. 277). 
The compensation awarded to the purchaser in such cases is 
in money or in equivalent property. Most speculative trans¬ 
actions of the present day v/ill come under this caption. 

A ssociated Dealings (Samhh ilyasamutthiinam ) 

Associated dealings range from the implied terms of 
the division of dakstnd by the officiating priests at a sacrifice, 
to contracts of partners for performing works of various kinds 
like the excavation of wells, the construction of houses and 
temples and of musical groups, in which the tdlajha must get 
a larger share than the others, and to partnerships among 
traders engaged in domestic and foreign trade. The enforce¬ 
ment of implied terms follows custom (pp. 279-286). 
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Gi/fs and their Rescission (pp. 287-292) 

In an age in which much spiritual benefit was held to 
accrue from gifts, the giver, who yielded to an impulse, had to 
be protected as well as others from such gifts. In certain 
circumstances gifts may be revoked. Nine objects are declared 
as unfit to be given away and if they are gifted, the gifts 
are invalid. What is begged, what is held in deposit or 
as a pledge, wives, their property, a trust, and one's entire 
effects can not be given away validly (p. 288). Whether 
divided or united, members of a joint family have equal rights 
in its estate, and no single member is competent to sell or 
give away as a gift. Gifts are classified. Bribery (afkoca) is 
brought under this category. The receiver of bribes should be 
publicly disgraced by the king, and after confiscation of his 
entire property, he should be banished (p. 295). The absence 
of full freedom (asvaiantra) of various kinds is discussed after 
enumeration (p. 296) as a j^erson with an imperfect title 
cannot be a valid donor. He w ho receives what cannot be 
given away, and he who makes such a gift are botli tliieves 
and are punishable as such (p. 299). 

Bteach of Coni met of Service (Abhyupetyamsnisrusa) 

The section deals with not only the relation of master 
and servant but of master-craftsman and apprentice, guru and 
susya and the fifteen forms of servitude or quasi-slavery, 
(p. 304). The forms of emancipation of slaves arc described 
(pp. 305-6). The recantor of sanyiisa becomes the slave 
of the king (p. 301). If a master begets a child on his slave 
girl, she automatically becomes free along with her offspring 
(p. 308). A free woman marrying a slave becomes a slavci as 
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the husband is the lord of the wife (p. 308). He who reduces 
a concubine to slavery, or he who lies with a wet-nurse who 
is a free woman as if she was his slave woman, will become 
liable to the penalty for felony (p. 309). A Brahman can 
never be a slave (p. 310). (Kautilya declares that no Arya can 
be a slave.) The relation of master and serf can exist only in 
the order of vanias and not in reverse order (p. 311). The wife 
and the son are unfree, and like slaves property-less (p. 312). 

Disputes about Wages (pp. 312-322) 

A master is bound to pay contracted wages (p. 313). 
Wages are due only for as much work as is done ([). 313). A 
servant who fails to render stipulated service can be punished 
(Criminal breach of contract). Breach of contract by a 
harlot is punishable. She must pay double the amount 
advanced (p. 318) unless she is unable to serv^e ow ing to 
disease, fatigue or engagement in the king's service (p. 318). 
The w asherman's usual derilictions arc penalized. He is lined 
three panas if he wears apparel given out for wash (p. 322). 
If he sells the clothes he is to be fined ten panas. 

Disputes between Grazier and Owner (SvUmipdlavdda) 

The relations are of value in a primitive community, and 
the ^customary relations and reciprocal liabilities seem to have 
become crystallized by usage. The rules governing pasture 
grounds are brought within this section (pp. 326-331). 

Breach of Contract or Convention (Samaydnapaharana) 

The section relates to breaches of engagements in public 
institutions and societies, local or sectarian, formed for the 
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mutual benefit. The misappropriation of common funds 
comes under this head (p. 334). 

Silks of Property, Special Cases 

Sale without title has already been dealt with. Refusal 
to deliver possession of })roperties sold, rescission of purchases, 
conditional sales and pre-emption form the topics of minor 
sections covering pp. :>3(>>3()4. In all such cases compensation 
is awardable. Rules are laid down for its assessment so as to 
include an amount based on the value of the property in liti¬ 
gation as well as interest based on its value. 

Boundary Disputes (Slnhlvdda) 

Such disputes can arise not only between private indivi¬ 
duals but between contiguous villages. The manner in which 
boundaries can be distinctly marked are described. Some of 
the methods go back to the time of Kautilya. It is laid down 
that trees belong to the owner of the plot in which they 
grow (p. 374). 


Laic of Marital Relations 

The important subject is complicated by the prevalence 
of intercaste anuloma marriages. Unions in which both 
parties are of the same varna arc commended as the 
best (p. 376). The prohibited degrees of marriage for the 
different castes are stated. They differ for man and woman, 
and for each caste. The sons of stepmothers’ brothers are 
like those of one’s own maternal uncle as regards prohibited 
degress of union (p. 377). Sagotra marriages are invalid 
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(p. 377). The examination of a man for potency before 
marriage is recommended, and fourteen forms of male im- 
potency are described, following Narada. The exclusion of 
impotent men from valid matrimony is argued out on the 
hypothesis that women are created for begetting children 
(p. 382). The faults of a bride whose concealment is 
punishable are indicated (pp. 382-4). A description of 
the eight forms of marriage follows (p. 383 ff.). Marriage 
with a S'udra woman is condemned (p. 385). A girl 
given in marriage to a person, who has gone to a distant 
■country, can choose another husband after three years 
(p. 385). 

The remarriage of girls whose marriage has either not 
been completed or whose husbands have died either to their 
brothers-in-law or to to others is dealt with on pp. 38r)-387, 
As such marriages are KaUvarjya the detailed discussion 
■of the problem is noteworthy, as it could not have been for mere 
academic purposes. If a girl, who has blemishes that interdict 
her marriage is given in marriage to a person after concealing 
her faults, he who gives her away is punishable by the king 
(p. 388). Censure is laid on parents and guardians who do 
not give a nubiblc girl in marriage (p. 389). The place of 
women in the household is lauded (p. 390). A widow’s 
guardians are her husband’s people, next her own kinsmen, and 
failing them the king (p. 390). Sati, which was practised in 
South India down to the seventeenth century, is dealt with as 
enjoined (pp. 391-2). Sati is said to be, in Varadaraja’s words, 
equally enjoined on all women down to Candala women as an 
ordinary duty, if they have no young children to take care 
of or if they are not enceinte at the time of widowhood. The 
circumstances in which a wife may be superseded {adhi- 
vedanam) are stated in p. 396. Abandoning a wife who 

V—M 
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is faultless renders a deserting husband liable to punish¬ 
ment by the king (p. 397). The sale of girls in marriage is 
condemned (p. 398). 

Offences against Women : Enticement and Rape 

These are brought under strhsanigrahanam, pp. 398-405. 
Improper familiarity with a woman, not one's wife, will come 
under this head. Exemplary penalties are prescribed by Manu 
for the enticement of a married woman (p. 400). Mutilation 
is the penalty for sex offences classed with incest (p. 400). Sex 
inter-course in unnatural ways and violence even to public 
women arc criminal offences (p. 403). The ways in which 
women should be safeguarded, so as to prevent their falling 
into evil ways, are detailed (pp. 404-5) on the principle of 
prevention being better than cure. 

Partition and Inheritance (Ddyabhdga) 

This is, from a modern standpoint, the most important 
section of the digest (pp. 406-477). It includes also re-union 
after partition, (samsrstij The entire section has been trans¬ 
lated by Burnell, and a synopsis is unnecessary. 

Part III; Criminal Lau' (pp. 478-522) 

Six heads of criminal law forming a third of the 18 titles 
of law^ are summarily dealt with in this chapter. It includes 
betting and gambling, abuse, intimidation, defamation, hurt 
(simple and grievous), homicide, theft (in which are in¬ 
cluded dealing in stolen property and harbouring thieves), 
cheating, forgery and mischief of different varieties. In all 
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cases of hurt provocation grants exemption from liability. 
Betting and gambling are looked down on, and are allowed 
for reasons of fiscal advantage under control and monopoly, 
and infringements of their regulations are punishable. Muti¬ 
lation is prescribed for cheating with false dice (p. 482). In 
abuse heinousness arises when one of a lower varna reviles 
one of a higher (p. 487). Removal of the tongue and banish¬ 
ment are penalties for one who speaks evil of the king or 
betrays a state secret (p. 489). The limits of allowable cor¬ 
poral chastisement of wives, sons, slaves, and servants are 
indicated (p. 495). Cruelty to animals is punishable (p. 496). 
The places where corporal chastisement is allowed are indicated 
as ten (p. 497). The Brahmana is immune from capital 
punishment (p. 498). He should be marked with degrading 
emblems suited to his offences as marks of infamy (p. 498), 
or be banished after having his head shaved (p. 499). Theft 
includes many offences brought under it arbitrarily such as use 
•of forged documents (p. 504). Methods of catching thieves 
are indicated for police purposes (p. 505), When one who is 
robbed cries for help, not going to his assistance taints him 
w'ith the same offence as the thief (p. 508). Highway 
robbery merits impalement (p. 508). Arson and destruction 
•of dikes are offences of the same kind (p. 509). Witchcraft 
is punishable (p. 511). Profiteering, counterfeiting precious 
articles and cheating are punishable as theft (p. 513). It is not 
theft to take faggots for the sacrificial fire or grass for 
it, or to take a virgin, who has no ornaments and who is 
not already promised in marriage (p. 515). Exemptions 
are noted where technical theft is innocuous (pp. 515-6). 
In the chapter on felony, self-defence can be pleaded 
validly in defence of even the killing of a Brahmana 
<p. 519-520). 
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Forms of Punishment 

In the concluding chapter penalties are classified as- 
reproof, censure, with an expression of contempt, fine, whip¬ 
ping, branding with marks of disgrace, internment, imprison¬ 
ment, confiscation of property and finally death, which is the 
punishment for murder. Fines in lieu of corporal punishment 
are allowed in many cases. Where poverty is general, this 
will be not a concession but an additional hardship. 

Review and Appeal 

A case decided on false evidence may be reopened if the 
false testimony is subsequently discovered (p. 521). Acts 
done by women or persons under duress must be declared 
invalid (p. 522). Every decision is subject to review if it is 
found later on to be based on error (durdrsta) or procured by 
fraud or perjury, or by the corruption of assessors or by 
the misconduct of the judge. 

Conclusion 

Fame and heaven arc the rewards of the just king w ho 
rules in accordance with Dharma (p. 5J4).

VYAVAHARANIRNAYA 

1. Oriental Manuscript Library. Madras 

Palm Leaf Manuscript containing 99 leaves, in slightly in¬ 
jured condition, described in Triennial Catalogue R. No. 
612 (A). Shelf No. 6816. 

The manuscript is complete. The last five leaves have 
been separated from the text and called Daya’das^asioka 
with a commentary. They arc the original of the tract of the 
name printed with a translation by A. C. Burnell. This 
manuscript referred to by the letter ^ is followed chiefly in 
this edition. 

The manuscript looks old. The scribe who made it is 
Narayana Aiyangar, son of Annasvarni Aiyangar. It was 
copied in the year Bhava. 

2. Adyar Library, Theosophical Society, Adyar, Madras 

Palm leaf manuscript in Grantha characters, bearing the 
the shelf No. 20. D. 82 containing 325 leaves. Copied in 
several hands. Contains occasional interlineations and cor¬ 
rections in Telugu characters. The scribes, who prepared the 
manuscript, were apparently not good pandits, and so the 
manuscript contains many obvious errors and repetitions of 
lines. This manuscript varies much from No. 1 above, 
Quotations ascribed to one writer by No, 1 are attributed to 
another by No. 2. No. 2 is incomplete and wants the last 
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Vyavahdmpadas, viz. Vclkpdmsya, Dat^apdrusya, Steya- 
sdhascr (wholly), and Dyuta-samdhvaya and Praklrnaka 
partially. It ends abruptly in the middle of a s'loka in Prakdr- 
ftaka. The manuscript has 76 leaves, with separate pagina¬ 
tion, bearing the title Akhamiddars'a. 

It is refered to as cR in this edition.
